PROSPECTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—The fact 
that the Republican Senators have deter- 
mined to hold a eaucus for the purpose of de- 
¢ciding upon the propriety of going into ex- 
écutive session does not necessarily give the 
New York nominations any advaggage. It 
is generally understood to be the™iIntention 
that no attempt shal! be made to confirm any 
nominations that are coutested, and that, of 
the uncontested ones, only those shall be 
considered the confirmation of which is 
easeniial to the good of the service. ‘The re- 
port that the President interested himself to 
secure the break of the deadlock is true to the 
extent that he, within the last few days, has 
been very emphatic in his declarations that 
an executive session is necessary to properly 
carry on the Government. 

THE INSPIRATION OF MR. FRYE’S SPEECH 
has been misjudged. by the Democrats. Mr.

STAR ROUTES 
AND OTHER POST-OFFICE WORKINGS. 
Special Dispateh to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., April 28.—The Com- 
mittees that are investigating the star-route 
scandal have been in session to-day, but no 
special developments have been made. One 
Committee, in charge of Special Agent 
Woodward, has been investigating the alle- 
gations with respect to the use of a certain 
patented clamp or mail-bag fastener. George 
H. Fayman, a mail-agent, invented a simple 
device for fastening pouches, and endeavored 
to have it adopted. Its advantages were ad- 
mitted by the Examining Committee, and it 
was offered at asmall royalty. Two clerks, 
James and Langley, were employed by 
Fayman to assist in securing the 
aduption of the patent. James, whose 
difficulties as Treasurerof the Railway Postal 
Clerks’ Association recently attraeted some 
aitention, and whose subsequent appointment 
in the Post-Office created surprise, induced 
Fayman to assign the patent to him as a bet- 
ter means ol securing its adoption.

Fay- 
man employed a noted criminal Jawyer of 
this city to aid him in regaining control of 
his patent, and has given notice that he will 
bring suit, but he has not yet filed his bill. 
It is understeod that the facts in this case 
were made known to Postmasterdieneral 
James and the President some weeks ago, 
and before the Investigating Commission was 
appointed.

EMERY STORRS. 
WHAT HE THINKS AFTER STAYING IN WASH- 
INGTON A FEW DAYS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—The Hon. 

Emery A. Storrs left to-day for Chicago. Be- 
fore leaving he gave his views for Taz Tnrin- 
UNE upon the political situation here as seen 
by him. Speaking of the deadlock, he said: 
* These difficulties are, 1 think, in a fair way 
of solution. If a votecould be had to-lay 
there is probably but little doubt that Judge 
Robertson would be confirmed, The repeat- 
ppc determination of the Presi- 
dent that the Custom-House shall not be em- 
ployed asa political engine against either 
Senator Conkling or his friends, and the belief 
rapidly gaining ground that he will be able to 
carry out nis determination, has in my judg- 
ment aided very uch to reconcile the ac- 
tive friends of Senator Conkling throughout 
the State of New Yark to Judge Robertson's 
appointment, and 1 am of opinion that, while 
there will be doubtless some threatenings 
and murmurings, tbere will be no substantial 
division of the purty in that State growing 
out of Judge Robertson’s appointment. 
THE RUMOR IS RAPIDLY GAINING BELIEVERS 
that Judge Robertson, as a condition for cast- 
ing his vote and that ot his friends for Sen- 
ator Platt, was assured by the 
latter that no objection sheuld be 
made to his confirmation by the 
Senate to any place w waich the President 
might see fit to appoint him, and it is said 
that the President is in possession of written 
evidence of that understanding. Lf this be 
so, it certainly must relieve the President of 
all obligations so far as Senator Conkling 
is concerned, however uncomfortable might 
be the position in which Senator Platt was 
placed.

SPAIN. 


SECRETARY BLAINE MAKES A PEREMPTORY 
DEMAND. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—Aét a meeting 
of the Spanish-American Commission at the 
State Department to-day, Mr. Durant, Coun- 
sel for the United States before the Commis- 
sion, stated that he had been instructed by 
the Secretary of State to request the umpire, 
Count Lewenhoupt, to reconsider his recent 
decision in the Buzzi case, inasmuch as it 
concedes to the Spanish Government the 
right, in determining the question of Amer- 
lean citizenship to go behind the naturaliza- 
tion papers, and require evidence to estab 
lish the fact that the conditions required by 
our laws to entitle an alien to receive 
naturalization papers as an American citizen 
had been fully complied with previous to 
granting the certificate. He then read to the 
Commission a letter from Secretary Blain 
giving him instructions to that effect, 
stated that he should at once make a formal 
request of Count Leweuhoupt to reconsider 
his decision. 

The State Department holds that, in de- 
termining the question of citizenship, natu- 
ralization papers regularin form and duly 
issued by competent tribunals shall be taken, 
not only as prima facie, but as conclusive, 
proot of the citizenship of aclaimant. This 
position was conceded by Baron Blane, former 
umpire for the Commission, and it is under- 
stood our Government will insist upon this 
construction,

Mr. Gilbirt’s libretto is, however, 
totally unlike Mr. Burnand’s witty adapta- 
tion, and is thoroughly original.

smith, Jr. A troop of dragoons 
come. on the scene of their former 
heart-conquests, but are chagrined to find 
their old sweethearts changed and indulging 
in the gushing jargon of pseucdo-estheticism, 
and refusing to listen to the suits of fleshy 
warriors. They have reached, as one dra- 
matic writer says, ‘‘ that transcendentalism 
of delirium, that acute accentuation of su- 
premest ecstasy, which the earthly 
MIGHT EASILY MISTAKE FOR INDIGESTION, 
but which is esthetic transfiguration.” 
* Love inthe minds of the rapturous is the 
embodiment of purity, the abstraction of re- 
finement, the idealization of utter selfish- 
ness.”’ It is scarcely possibie, in a cable dis- 
patch, to follow the details of the 
plot. It is enough to say that the 
Colonel, Major, and Lheutenant of the 
reziment determine, in the second act, to 
become esthetic with their warnors, in 
order to win back their lost loves. By the 
time this is accomplished, the girls them- 
selves Hiave seen the folly of their ways, have 
grown tired of the esthetic creed, and have 
returned to naturalness and  vivacity. 
The libretto contains some tove ballads of 
poetic beauty. Mr. Sullivan’s music is not 
strikingly original. It has lots of ** go,’’ and 
some of the ballads are extremely pretty. A 
sextet at the conclusion 8f the first act— 
I hear the soft note of an evhoing voice 
Of an old, old love iong deud— 
is extremely sweet. Mr. Sullivan had add- 
ed a quantity of jingle, but it must be admit- 
ted that Mr. Gilberi’s words demand this. 
There are some pretty dances and taking 
dance-music, but altogether the music is 
rather disappointing. 
ONE SCENE 
of the opera, where the Colonel, Major, 
aml Lieutenant enter in esthetic dress, 
one holding a sunflower, and another a tulip, 
the third a lily, and drill in esthetic attitudes, 
as made popular by George Du Maurier, is su- 
premely funny. *‘Patience’’ was received with 
much enthusiasm and many recalls by the 
audience, whose feet frequently pattered to 
the jingle of the music and its rhyme, 
Whether “ Patience’? will be a success in 
America it is impossible to predict, but it is 
certainly well worth seeing. 
THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY. CONFER- 
ENCE,

says: “If the action of the United States is 
any way dependent on that of England, 
the rejection of the bimeiallist proposals fol- 
lows as a matter of course. This eountry 
certainly will never consent to their adop- 
tion.” The Saturday Review also declares 
that the ‘bimetallic pian is impossible, 
and the Pall Mail Gazette says: “En- 
gland can no more adopt bimetallism 
than she can change her language.”

Holland by Heer Vrolik, and Switzerland by 
M. Kern. Austria and Hungary, by the con- 
sent of the Committee, were each rep- 
resented, the one by Herr Van Niebahr, the 
other by M. De Hegedus. Norway and 
Sweden were represented by MM. Brock and 
Forsel. 

ENGLAND IS UNREPRESENTED. 

The proceedings were not ot a very inter- 
esting character. M. Cernuschi was proposed 
as Chairman by M. Kern. The motion was 
seconded by Signor Luzzati, but M. Cer- 
nuschi declined the honor. Herr Vrolik 
was evelitually elected, on motion of 
M. Cernuschi, seconded by Mr. Thurman. 
Herr Vrolik is a veteran bimetallist, and was 
formerly Prime Minister of Holland.

Paris, April 28.—The Secretary of the 
Abolitionist Society has begun a series of 
meetings and lectures in the principal towns 
of Spain, in the presence of enthusiastic 
audiences, in favor of the immediate 
abolition of slavery in Cuba. The Sena- 
tors and Deputies and the Madrid press 
have called the attention of the Govern- 
ment toa confidential circular, sent out in 
1880 by the Canovas Cabinet very shortly 
after the Cortes had voted the Gradual 
Emancipation bill. The circular ordered 
the Cuban authorities to conceal 
from the negroes on the _ planta- 
tions both the law and the regulations 
issued for its execution. Consequently the 
slaves for months ignored their new con- 
dition, and on many plantations have not 
been paid the small salary attributed to them 
by law. InmA&ny districts no Committees for 
the protection of the negroes have been 
formed, as the law enacted, and the blacks 
get no redress against ill treatment. 

CORPORAL*PUNISHMENT

THE WORLD’S FAIR. 
STILL MORE HOPE. ' 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, April 23.—The Sub-Committee 
of the Worid’s Fair Commissioners appointed 
to devise ways and means for segnring funds 
for the proposed Exposition were again in 
conference with the railroad managers to- 
day. The conference was held in William 
H. Vanderbilt’s private office at the Grand 
Central Depot. Kepresentatives of the press 
were not admitted, and the proceedings were 
not divulged in full. The railroad managers 
were disposed to make good the promise that 
they would remove the conditions that 
hampered their subscriptions for the fair. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad people expressed 
themselves in favor of following Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s example, but the Erie Company were 
reluctant to do likewise. It is claimed by 
the Erie people that the World’s Fair should 
rise or fall upon its own merits. They say: 
“ Why should we be asked to aid an enter- 
prise which is not ours, and with the man- 
agement of which we have no voice?” 
THE MARKED CHANGE 
in the attitude of at least two of the great 
rsilroad companies toward the fair enter- 
prise has been brought about in a great 
ineasure by the decided position taken by 
Frederick L. Talcott, one of the leading 
members of the Commission. Mr. Tal- 
cott§ told the railroad men _ that 
he wonld not‘ take any further steps in the 
arrangements for the exhibition until they 
removed the conditions under which their 
subscriptions were made. Although Mr. 
Vanderbilt and associates endeavored to 
argue him out of his stand in the matter, his 
opinion could not be shaken. When Mr. 
Talcott’s position became understood. the 
agent of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany said that it would be good policy for 
tue railroad managers to adopt a liberal 
policy toward the fair. The agent further 
stated that, when he returned to Philadelphia 
on Monday, he would recommend that the 
managers increase the amount of their sub- 
scripiicn 
WILLIAM H. VANDERBILT 
told the members of the Sub-Committee that 
there had been a great misunderstanding 
among the people as to his attitude toward 
the fair. Aside from all business consider- 
ations, he had a very friendly feeling for the 
enterprise, and it would be a great pleasure 
to him to see it prove a grand success. 
Another conference of the railroad men with 
the Sub-Committee of the Fair Commissioners 
will be held on Monday, when it is expected 
that the wlole matter will be definitly settled.

MRS. O’HARA’S WILL. 
IT MUST STAND.

New York, April 23.—Surrogate Living- 
ston, of Kings County, rendered a decision 
to-day in the famous U’Hara will case, up- 
holding the probate of Mrs. O’Hara’s will. 
Since the Tilton-Beecher suit occupied the 
courts no litigation in Brooklyn perhaps has 
attracted more attention than the O’Hara 
will case. It had in it, like the 
former, a touch of scandal, 
althongh of a nature not so grave. 
Clergymen were mixed up in it, and there 
was much talk and testimony in thecase con- 
cerning religion. All the parties to the liti- 
gation are Catholics except Miss Mary 
Augusta O’ Hara, one of the contestants, and 
Dr. Dudley, one of the executors under the 
will.

AN ESTATE VALUED AT $150,000, 
Mrs. O’Hlara was nearly 80 years otf age at 
the time of her death. Her will when 
opened was found to contain the following 
bequests: Toeach of her granddaugiiters, 
Mary Augusta and Mary C. O’Hara, 
$2,000 each. Miss Mary Augusta O’Hara 
was a stepdaughter of Gen. Farn- 
ham. To the Roman Catholic Orphan 
Asylum the decedent bequeathed $5,000; to 
the Convent of Mercy, $5,000; to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, $5,000; to the Long Island College 
Hospital, $5,000; andto her nephew, Hugh 
O’Hara, $2,000. Tne remainder of her 
property she left in trust to Judge 
Alexander McCue, the Rev. Father J. Mc- 
Guire, pastor of St. Paul’s Church, corner 
of Court and Congress streets, Brooklyn, and 
Dr. W. H. Dudley, of the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital, as executors, to carry out 
certain purposes which she had conveyed 
to them privately in a letter 
BEFORE HER DEATH. 

In the ten years between 1867 and 1877 
Mrs. O’Hara made no fewer than fourteen 
wills, each distributing her property differ- 
ently. She had added codicils leaving money 
to Father McGuire and other priests, but 
these she was advised to strike out, as they 
would imvalidate the will.

Twenty persons were then arrested in con- 
nection with the discovery, and the police 
deubtiess concluded that they would have no 
trouble for a considerable time from the 
propagators of treason and Nihilism. 
A few days ago, however, they received in- 
formation which led to the discovery of an- 


other press, and a dozen persons were ar-} 


rested, and still there were others left, for on 
the day of the execution of the Nihilists some 
of theirsympathizers were found in an ob- 
senre quarter actively employed in printing 
notices of the execution for distribution 
among the people. 


Tire surrender of Lake street to the horse 
railway company and the adoption of the 
ordinance looking to the general pavement 
of the business streets With stone of necessi- 
ty suggests that some achon will soon have 
to be taken to remedy the present evil of in- 
terruption of travel by detentions at the 
bridges. The remedy is to relieve the 
bridges. The travel over Madison and Ran- 
dolph street bridges by vehicles other than 
horse-cars is equal to all that ought to be ex- 
acted of these bridges. It is common in 
cases when Madison street bridge is opened 
for a line of detained vehicles to extend 
from the bridge to State street, and on the 
other side of the river to extend to Halsted 
street. Under such circumstances the cross 
streets for the whole mile are also blocked 
by detained vehicles, and frequently when 
the bridge is closed it is again opened before 
these lines of vehicles can cross. Madison 
and Randolph streets have not the capacity 
for all this travel, and every day and every 
month this incapacity and the consequent 
inconvenience and delay are becoming more 
costly and troublesome. Something will 
be done sooner or later, 
well to “eonsider the wmat- 
ter now. The city has constructed 
at a cost of half a_e million of 
dollars, a tunnel under the river at Wash- 
ington street, which is utterly useless for 
ordinary travel. The gradés are too steep; 
and altogether the tunnel can never be util- 
ized for teaming. Why not turn this tunnel 
over to the horse railroads? Then Madison 
and Randolph street cars could all be turned 
into Washington street at Franklin street, or 
over the tracks they now have on Fifth av- 
enue, and they could be moved without loss 
of time and at comparatively small expense 
by stationary engines through the tunnel. 
The cars would be able, under such an ar- 
rangement, .to run upon a time-table, and 
never lose a trip because of interruption. 
Their machinery would be easily worked and 
comparatively inf&pensive. The horses 
could meet the carsas the latter emerge from 
the tunnel and proceed on their way without 
a moment’s delay, and every man who took 
passage on a car would have the assurance 
of being earried through without ech | 
tion and on time, while now a journey too 
from the West Side by horse-cars may be 
performed in an hour, or three hours, ac- 
cording to the condition of navigation on the 
river, or the number of other vehicles occu- 
pying the road.

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THE MEXICAN ELDORADO. 

Prosperity and enterprise go hand in hand, 
and there is a contagious quality about both. 
The recovery among the people of the United 
States from the long era of depression which 
succeeded the panic of 1872 has led to almost 
unprecedented commercial adventure, not 
only at home, but abroad. Extraordinary 
impulse has been given to railroad building, 
arid, among other new fields, capitalists and 
entrepreneurs have persuaded theimselves 
that there is an undeveloped Eldorado in 
Mexico. As a consequence, some 4.500 miles 
of railroad traversing the Mexican Republic 
have been projected by Americans under the 
influence of promised Mexican subsidies, and . 


next few years in the development of Mexi- 
can trade. 

In view of this spirit of adventure in the 
direction of Mexico, Tur Trirpcune has en- 
deavored, from time to time to present to its 
constituency unvarnished pictures of the 
actual condition of that country. <A year or 
two ago it gave prominence to the observa- 
tions of ex-Minister Foster, who enjoyed ex- 
ceptional facilities for ascertaining the re- 
sources of Mexico, and yesterday it printeda 
graphic account of the country which was 
taken from the lips ef Dr. John A. Rice, a 
Wisconsin scientist, who has recently re- 
turned from asecond Mexican tour. Both 
these gentlemen agree as to the essential feat- 
ures of Mexican life, habits, pursuits, and 
resources, and neither of them contirms the 
roseate views which have beén put forth in 
the interest of railroad building. : 

The area of Mexico is about 1,000,000 square 
miles, or one-third of the area of the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains. But it 
is estimated that not more than one-tenth of 
this area is arable land, and mnch of the 
latter requires constant irrigation by 
artificial appliances. Hence the population 
of 12,000,000 is crowded into certain 
districts, where people are almost as 
thick as the fleas that infest the bodies of the 
modern Aztecs. This population is made up 
mainly of three classes, as follows: (1) The 
Creoles, or whites of Spanish origin, who are 
the large landowners and who have hereto- 
fore resisted efforts at enterprise that came 
from abroad under an apprehension that 
their own wealth and power might thereby 
be impaired; there are about one million of 
these. (2) The Mestizoes, or half-breeds, 
who number between 2,000,000 and 3,000,- 
000, and are for the most part a lazy and 
worthiess set, who live from hand to mortth 
in the listless style which the climate per- 
mits and their social condition encourages. 
(3) The Indians, who compose the bulk of 
the population, whose condition is little bet- 
ter than that of serfs, and who regard al! 
whites, but especially the Spaniards, with 
mixed hatred and suspicion. The elements 
of the Mexican population are certainly not 
favorable to rapid development and progress. 

The resources of the country are generally 
exaggerated. There is a sort of romanticism 
about Mexican life at a distance which is 
confused with the dulce far ntente of a luxu- 
rious existence. The only luxury in Mexico 
is laziness. The silver mines show signs of 
exhaustion. Agriculture is pursued under 
special difficulties in a country where not 
more than a tenth of the land is tillable, and 
that with laborious processes of irrigation. 
Trade is more or less mythical among a peo- 
ple who work for 81 cents a day and are sat- 
isfied with a hovel and a single garment of 
clothing. There is no doubt that the rail-

The railroads are to be built on a rather 
uncertain subsidy, to be collected out of the 
customs tevenue. The subvention ranges 
between $8,000 and $15,000 per mile, and ay- 
erages about $12,000. The Mexican Central, 
which is the extension of the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé, and will have a length of 
1,767 miles, bas a lien upon 6 per cent of the 
frontier duties collected by the Republic. 
The Jay Gould line, in which Gon. Grant is 

“interested, will be 1,238 miles long, and is al- 
lowed 4 pet cent of these revenues. The 
line known as Gen. Grant’s and Romero’s, 
which runs across the country,—a distance 
of 515 miles,—has its subsidy, to be colleeted 
in the same manner. But the custome reve- 
nues of the Mexican Republic amount to only 
about $19,000,000, while the average expenses 
of the Government are about $24,000,000, It 
is small wonder, under these circun.stances, 


that Dr. Rice comments as follows: 


It is a greater em tomy mind what is to 
be done with the railroads after they are ocom- 

let@i. Mexico is certaialy a poor country. It 
s not simply an impoverished country, with 
reat natural resources which have been ex- 
austed, for no degree of agricultural and com- 
mercial distress is beyond the possibility of re- 
cooperation. This country is naturally poor. 
Voleanie fires bave biasted its surface, Vast 
sections, bundreds of square leagues, are but 
extinct craters. Inaccessible mountain sides 
and tops covered with everlasting snow; almost 
bottumiess gorges and cafions, precipices which 
arise or descend like a wall along miles of dis- 
tance, are everywhere throughout the country. 
Only the cactus will grow between the rocks on 
the mountain edges. There is an abundance of 
streams from the ever-melting suows of tha 
mountainous summits, but there ure no rivers 
of navigable water. The streams flow into 
mountain lakes, or sink into the qvutek- 
sands, or olutely run dry, diminiehbing 
in their flOw as they extend from their 
suurce, till they disappear. On the sides 
of the mountains they form an abundance of 
water-power. but there is no use for (he power, 
One source of business for the railroads will be 
to carry out the products of the mines and to 
import suppiics for the mining population. But 
the mines will have & be developed far beyvoad 
their present production before this will furnish 
business for half a dozen great railroads. 
coffee-crop will afford but littie freight for the 
railroads, as none of the lines more than touch 
the coffee-belt, which is extremely limited. 
There will be some hides from the surplus of 
gattle. But, with but one acre of arable in 
ten throughout the whole country, there will 
never be raised products of the soli in any ma- 
terial quantity beyond the supply required for 
the home population; there wiil be no ex 3, 
and no imports beyond what is purchased witb 
the precious metals shipped out of the country. 
The people are poor; their wants are few; the 
crops are light. There will never be a demand 
for vast quantities of costly goods to furnish 
raitroad freight—that ts, not in years, if ever. It 
does not seem possibie for the railroads in 
process of construction in Mexico to ever pay a 
centin dividends. 


The building and operating of railroads in 
Mexico are by no means cheap, notwith- 
standing the low wages paid for labor. The 
ties for the construction of the roads are 
brought down singly from the mountains at 
a cost of $1 a piece. There is no coai in 
Mexico yet discovered, and nu forests except 
those which grow high upon the monunt- 
ains. 
the railroads can rely are in the Indian Ter- 
ritory, Northern Texas, New Mexico, and 
Arizona. The men who have undertaken to 
develop and modernize Mexico by the loco- 
motive have a much larger contract than Is 
popularly supposed. The most serlous 
aspect which the scheme presents is that 
American capital may, through the subsi- 
dies that have been granted by the Gevern- 
ment in the shapeof mortgages on the reve- 
nues, obtain alien upon the Government’s 
resources, which may in time and by reason 
of forfeiture lead up toa project for fore- 
closure and annexation as a ineans for seeur- 
ing payinent.

THE NEW PROBLEM IN EDUCATION. 

Says a modern author whose fame is not 
qualto his deserts, “ The bright, capable 
human being born into the world in these 
United States is our most valuable resource.”’ 
The vital question of the heur ts, Do we In 
our educational system develop to its utmost 
this most valuable resource? Our common- 
school system Is two hundred and fifty years 
old. li came in with the Puritans. It isa 
Yankee notion, and it has made thé Yankee 
the dominating force in American affairs. 
There was a fierce struggie between Yankee 
ideas and the ideas of the Southron, who 
denied the proposition that it is the duty 
of the State to develop the brain of every 
“ bright, capable human being born into the 
world” ‘to its utmost capacity. But the 
strugele is over and the Yankee is victor! 
Shall we stop here? Shall we rest content 
with an educational system which has pre- 
vailed over a semi-barbarous social system 
hampered «and degraded by the curse of 
human siavery? Or shall we. improve our 
metiiods of education as the stock-raiser im- 
proves his cattle and horses to meet the

shambles and greater speed on the race- 
at great expense to breed and rear fine horses, 
it would seem that The State may afford to 
be at great expense to educate and 
train “bright, capable” boys and _ girls. 
True, the State is at great expense in the 
matter of poten sg | chiidren. But under 
the present system it only half educates. It 
trains the brain, but does scarcely anything 
for either the eye or the hand. Wemight 
take a lesson from the savage. He is tanght 
to fight, to hunt, and to fish, and in these 
arts the brain, the hand, and the eye are edu- 
cated simultaneously. He is first given ob- 
ject lessons, as the pupil is taught in the kinu- 
dergarten. Then the tomahawk, the spear, 
and the bow and arrow are placed in his 
hands, and he fights for his life, or fishes or 
huntsfor his dinner. The young Indian is 
taught all that it is necessary for him to 
know, and he is educated, practically, in the 
savage’s three workshops,—the battlefield, 
the forest and plain, the sea and lake, Thus 
the young savage enters upon the duties of 
life with an exact practical knowledge of 
them. He has not been taught a theory 
about fighting: he has actuaily used the 
weapons of warfare. He has not studied the 
art of fishing and hunting: he has handled 
the spear and the bow and arrow, and their 
actual use is as familiar to him as the multi- 
plication table is to the boy in the public 
school. To the savage there is but one age, 
—the age of fighting, fishing, and hunting. Bat 
to civilized man there is an endless progres 
sion of ages,—that is to say, periods of great 
discoveries in science which require the 
special adaptation of new means to new ends. 
it is certain, then, that the same educational 
system will not fit all ages of the civilized 
man as it fits the single age of the savage. 
When labor was only another name for a 
state of slavery, to teach men to Jabor sktill- 
fully was merely to raise them to a little 
higher grade of servitude. Hence it is only 
at a very recent period that it has occurred to 
mankind to teach skilled labor in the schools. 
All educational systems, our own among the 
rest, seem to be intended to mak@ lawyers, 
doctors, priests, statesmen, littérateurs, peets. 
But this 1s the iron age, the age of machines 
and machinery. Tremendous forces in Nat- 
ure have been discovered and utilized: and 
| these discoveries and their utilization have so 
multiplied vast enterprises that the impor- 
tance of the more ornamental branches of 
learning is dwarfed in their presence. This 
is the practical age, and an educational sys- 
tem which is not practical is nothing. We 
shall still have our Tennysons, and our Long- 
fellows,and our doctors of abstract philosophy, 
but there is little time to sentimentalize with 
the poets or speculate with the philosophers. 
There is work todo. The mine is to be ex- 
plored and its treasures brought to the 
surface; more and more powerful machines 
are to be constructed to bear the burdens of

increasing Wants of miankind. Is it possible 
under these circumstances that the question 
will be asked, Does indefinit education pay? 
An able advocate of a more complete educa- 
tional system says; “ Youth is the expensive 
period of man’s existence. Youth produces 
nothing and eats all the time. If the youth 
is not trained there can hardly be a profit to 
mankind on his existerice. As mankind is 
liable for, and bound te pay, his expenses, he 
should be so trained that he may re 
pay them. He can only become a profitable 
investinent by training. If he ts left wn- 
skilled the money spent on bim is wasted. 
There is no profit on a whole generation of 
Spaniards or Turks, Mankind should be 
wise enough to reap the profit there always 
is in finishing raw material, by making 
human raw material into a highly-finished 
product.” 

There are millions of “bright, capable’’ 
Nttle human beings in the schools of the 
United States receiving, doubtless, excellent 
intellectual or mental training. But they 
are not being trained for the actual duties of 
life as the savage child is taught to fight, to 
fish, and to hunt, They are not taught to 
labor with their hands, eitherskillfully or 
unskillfulkky. They are not given instruction 
in any department of the practical arts, not- 
withstanding the fact thatin the case of 4 
vast majority of them the alternative of 
earning their bread by the labor of their un- 
skilled hands, or resorting to their untrained 
wits for a support, will be presented imme- 
diately on their entrancé upon the stage of 
active life. The apprentice system gave 
skilled mechanics to England, and her splen- 
did manufacturing prosperity is the result, 
The trained English apprentice became 
an inventor, and his inventions and art dis- 
coveries studded the island with workshops 
filled with automatic product-multiplying 
inachinery, But the apprentice system never 
flourighed in this country, and what there 
was of it has disappeared before the ignorant 
disfavor and blind fury of the trades-unions, 
Our shops are full of foreign-born workmen. 
Of the mass of skilled workers those of 
American birth and training are Dut a hand- 
ful. Meantime the relative linportance of 
mechanical trades to all other branches of 
employment is steadily on the increase. It 
may be objected that the school should not 
be turned into a workshop. Why, when all 
the worid is becoming a Workshop, and still, 
withall the appliances of steam-driven auto- 
matic machinery, it is with difficulty that the 
demand for machines is supplied ?

BROAD TIRE WAGONS. 

A subscriber writes to ask us how much 
it would cost to ehange a cemmon narrow 
tire road-wagon into a broad tire wagon,—the 
tire to be four inches in width. He says 
“there are many farmers and teamsters In 
the country and towns who would gladly use 
the wide tire wheels if the expense was not 
too great in making the change.” ‘“ Men 
having wagons of the ordinary one-and-three- 
fourths and two-inch tire don’t want to 
throw them away, and buy new broad tire 
wagouns—merely for the sake of the improve- 
ment. But if the narrow tire can be cheap- 
ly changed into the bread tire numbers 
would adopt them, and their example would 
soon be infeetious.”’ * 

We are willing to do some free advertising 
for the sake of this reform of road wagons, 
and will cheerfully publish letters from 
wagonmakers in the city or country stating 
how much they will charge to take a narrow- 
tire wagon and convert it into a four-inch 
tire veliicle. Wesuppose that the hub and 
spokes of the narrow-tire wagon can be used 
in the reconstructed broad-tire one—at least 
thehubcan be. The expense would consist 
of the cost of the few felloes and the broad 
tire, and. possibly new spokes, leas what 
would be allowed by the reconstruction 
wagonmaker for the old tires. The expense 
cannot be great. 

Bruad-tire wheels need not be as high as 
pnarrow-tire wheels, as they do not cut into 
the ground one-quarter as deeply, and 
therefore pull. more lightly. The  nar- 
row-tire wheels are made high to 
overcome obstructions on the track; 
but these obstructions consist almost 
exclusively of soft, yielding earth, into 
which the narrow tire cuts, but which 
the wide tire would pass over without sink- 
ing into, and therefore the wheels may be 
made lower. This would bea gain in many 
respects,—such as in strength of wagon, and 
greater convenience of loading and unload- 
ing, and less liability of upsetting, or the 
spokes breaking in the hub, Where the great- 
est strain on a wagon comes. It would save 


payers in damage to the improved streets if 


their present width; and, taking the whole 


| year—bad weathet, snow, slush, mud, and 


soft roads—into consideration, the economy 
of draft for the animals would be at least 25 
per cent,—a broad-tire wagon drawing that 
much lighter, whether loaded or unloaded, 
than a narrow-tire vehicle. The present 
width of tire isan ignorant, witless, unre- 
flecting custom, anda species of barbarism 
as well. 
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HAVERLY’S NEW THEATRE. 

The many rumors that have been circulated 
concerning Mr. Haverly’s plans with refer- 
ence to a new theatre to take the place of his 
present one, which shortly passes into the 
hands of the First National Bank, are at last 
settled by the definit announcement that he 
has leased the large and handsome let on 
Monroe street, directiy opposit the present 
theatre, for fifty years, and that he will at 
once proceed to build, completing the new 
structure by the first of next September, if 
possible.

In regard to the edifice itself, Mr. Haverly 
promises that it shall be as convenient, com- 
fortable, spacious, safe, and elegant as money 
can make it. It will seat one-third more peo- 
ple than the present theatre, or about 3,000, 
which is large enough for any emergency. 
In its ornamentation it will be both unique 
and elegant. In addition to the ordinary tiers 
of seats and galleries, it will have nine boxes 
on each side of the proscenium and twenty- 
eight stalls. There will also be an ample 
foyer, a general smoking-room, and hand- 
some retiring and cloak rooms. In fact, the 
General proposes to spare neither money ner 
pains to make the new establishment one of 
the inost elegant in this country, and the two 
fronts will allow of so many exits that per- 
fect security can be obtained. 

Mr. Haverly’s enterprise will thus secure 
to the people ef Chicago not only a theatre 
of which they may be proud, but with very 
little attention to details and the arrange- 
ment of the stage, there is no reason why he 
should not at the same time solve the Opera- 
House problem for us. There is no better 
location for it. Ail that Mr. Haverly need to 
do is to have ample stage and orchestra 
room and a clean and elegant auditorium 
where fashion can display and dispoy 
itself, and we shall need no other Opera- 
House, and as he has found opera to pay in 
the present theatre, which was not very at- 
tractive te opera-goers, there is no reason 
why it showid not pay him still better in the 
Proposed new building. He will also have 
ample room in the structure for art pur- 
poses, and it is so centrally located that

A MONARCH TO BE PITIED. 

If there is a man to be pitied on the face 
of the earth, it is Alexander IIL, Ozar of 
afi the Russias. He has hanged the Nihilists 
who murdered his father, and has thus offi- 
Clally avenged his death; but he has not 
hanged Nihilism. It rises wp, arim and ter- 
rible as ever, and, pointing its gaunt finger, 
notifies him that he too mast die.

His palaces in St. Petersburg are surrounded 
by cordons of soldiery, but, as the unseen 
agents of Nihilism, like the pestilence that 
walketh at noonday, havé more than once 
found their way through cordons of sol- 
diery, he keeps himself in the interior of his 
small castle, never venturing out of it, and 
surrounded by his guards, But even 
through the ranks of his guards and Into the 
very interior of his. ch&teau, strongly de 
fended as it is, the Nihilists have sent him 
the fearful message that they have decreed 
his death. He is monarch of all the Russias, 
and the most helpless and unhappy 
man in his Empire. He is as completely a 
prisoner as if he had been plunged into one 
of the most dismal of his dungeons. He is 
beseiged by a secret terrible enemy,whom he 
cannot see, but whose presenge he can feel,— 
an enemy which seems to bé omnipresent 
and almost omniscient, which pérmeates all 
classes of his people, which placards its 
threatsin the very midst of his soldiers, 
police, and spies, which works in the light as 
unseen as in the dark, which burrows in 
the ground likeamole. He can have con- 
fidence in no one, The enemy may be among 
the very soldiers he has placed on guard, 
may be waiting upon him, may be under his 
feet. If he ventures ont of his chateau, he 
will confront him in the street. If he does 
not, the fatal summons may come to 
him in food, tn drink, in letters. He 
is as completely hemmedin by the enemy 
as his chateau is hemmed in by soldiers. It 
is an enemy caring nothing for its own life, 
hence is desperate to the last extremity. 
When one falls another immediately takes 
his place, all striving for the honor of pre- 
cedence to the gallows, if only they may 
have the opportunity of ridding the world of 
another Czar. Young, tender, and high- 
born girls contend with desperate men for 
the privilege and go to the scaffold with un- 
daunted mien. Sophie Perolovsky died like 
ahero, and her female companion, whose 
death is only delayed until the Government 
can make ar orphan of her unborn child, 
awaits her death with heroic composure, al- 
though it must come in one of the most 
delicate and sacred epochs of a wom- 
an’s__iife. Such are the ehemics 
surrrounding Alexander LIL, setting 
no stake upon their own ijives, 
facing the prison, the underground hor- 
rors of Siberia, the scaffold, with equal com- 
posure, and watclung him with a vigilance 
that sooner or later will consummate their 
design in biood and stain the records of 
humanity with another assasination, to be 
followed by more hangings of men and 
women. Meanwhile the imprisoned Czar 
reiterates his importunities to the other 
Powers to take sume steps that may rid 
Europe of revolutionists. In the midst of 
these dangers, with the certainty of death 
staring him in the face, it 8 a little remark- 
able that Alexander Ill. does not take the 
step that will rid Russia of Nibilism. With 
a stroke of his pen ora word of his mouth 
he could end it and .make Russia 
a happy and contented \gountry. All 
the Nihilistic hopes and purposes are for- 
mulated in the one demand for constitutional 
government. That has always been the 
burden of their prayer, and it is the uni- 
versal testimony of all observers, as well as 
their own constant assurance, that Nihilism 
will end when the people are allowed repre- 
sentation and can have a voice in the making 
of legislation. He has proposed some minor 
reforms, but they do not go to the root of 
the matter. They do not satisfy the higher 
classes, who are stripped of all the influence 
and power they .had in the days 
of serfdom and have received no 
recompense for the loss, nor do they 
satisfy the people who want the privilege of 
a representative form of government. Why 
should they not have it? Why should Rus- 
sia, in these days of progress and humaniiy, 
still cling to an autocracy and to a despotism 
as absolute as that of the Cwsars, when all 
Europe is moving in a liberal direction and 
liberty is slowly but constantly extending 
her area? Why should Alexander III. neg- 
lect the opportunity of making Russia the 
most powerful and prosperous nation in 
Europe? Why should he hesitate to speak 
the word which will exorcise this unseen fiend 
of Nihillsm and forever quiet it? 


Tne City Council on Friday night passed 
the ordinance removing the last contro! 
the general public had over the paving of the 
streets used by the horse-railway companies. 
Heretofore the public have had the right to 
select the material with which the streets in 
front of their premises should be paved, and 
the horse-railways were compelled to employ 
the same material. The ordinance passed on 
Friday night reads as follows: 


Sec. 1. Be tt ordained, etc.. That the Chicago 
City Railway Company, the Chicago West Divis- 
ion Railway Company. and the North Chicago 
City Railway Company may use stone in keeping 
in repair the number of feet which the said 
companies are required to keep in repair along 
the lines ot said railways, except on Kigbteenth 
street, east of Wabash avenue, and on indiana 
avenue; but the kind of stone to be used shall 
be such as shail be approved by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, or other proper officer 
or Department of the city, and the work shali 
be done under the supervision of and in the man- 
ner directed by said Commissioner or other 
proper ofiicer or Department. 


This result has been accomplished by the 
horse-railroad companies. Théy have been 
long desirous to pave their roadways with 
cobblestone, and have already used it wher- 
ever they have obtained permission. They 
have a double purpose in this business. 
They want to so pave the sixteen feet which 
they have to keep in order as to drive all 
other teams from between their tracks, and 
the second purposé is to save the cost of re- 
newing and repairing the more costly forms 
of pavement. ‘They expect that the use of 
cobblestone will practically drive all other 
teams and vehicles to other streeta, giving 
the horse-cars practically the exclusive use 
of the streets they occupy. To obtain this” 
ordinance the horse-railroads probably paid 
as much as $15,000 or $20,000, which sum, 
and more, they expect to save in the matter 
of repairs and renewals. The Council did 
not have the face to provide in terms for 
putting Chicago a generation or more back- 
ward by having the streets of the city paved 
with cobblestones; even the Aldermen who 
voted for the ordinance did not venture 
that far. They provided, however, that the 
streets shouid be paved with stone, the char- 
acter and shape of the stone te be approved 
of by the city authorities. If Mr. Waller is 
to be continued as Commissioner of Public 
Works, he may so control this matter that a 
permanent and satisfactory system of pave- 
ment may be adopted for ali the districts em- 
braced within the prescribed limits. It is to 
be hoped that he will resolately proscribe 
cobblestone, and that he will insist upon a 


| pavement of ‘square blocks, or stone cut in| 
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uniform size, and laid regularly and smootb- | 


ly, and as convenient for the general public 
as for the railways. If such a pavement be 
prescribed by the Commissioner, it should be 
done with a view of having it adopted for 
the whole roadway on each street, and thus 
begin some system of permanent street pave- 
ment that niay be extended from time to 
time in place of the less durable materials 
now in general use. It is possible, therefore, 
that out of this ordinance, if some such of- 
ficer as Mr. Waller has contro! of the work, 
there may ultimately grow up a uniform 
system of street pavement of stone that will 
havea permanent character, and take the 
place, so far as itis needed, of the present 
costly and temporary wooden roadways, 


A Man Without a Country. 
Edward Everett Hale once wrote a touch- 
ing little story entitled “The Man Without a 
Country,” which the Aflantic Monthly published 
some years ago. His work of fiction is appli- 


cabie in many respects to a nan now standing at 


the portals of death in the City of Nice, Prance. 
This man isin fact a man without a country, 
and his name is Harry von Arnim. From Nice 
comes the news that Arnim is dying. With him 
a man departs tnis life who, with brilitant 
talents, combined an unbounded vanity and an 
urbridled ambition, which eventually drove hiin 
from the hight of success he obtained in po- 
litical life into disgrace and exile, with a 
penitentiary sentence hanging over his head. 
Besides his magoflicent talents, he possessed 
great wealth, and, through bis far-reaching fam- 
ily connections, still greater political influence. 
Bhortly after the Fravco-German war he was 
appointed Ambassador of the German Empire 
at the Court of France. His talents and his 
wealth permitted him toe play a conspicuous 
role in the gay City of Paris. While there, and 
basking in the rays of his giory, his evil 
genius approached him, and he concluded 
to be “a bigger man than Bismarck.” 
Arnim belonged to the § Berlin 
Camarilia of the Empress Augusta, the mem- 
bers of which were the sworn enemies of the 
Chancellor. Like the leadimg spirit of this 
clique, Count Nesselgode, Arnim thonght that 
the object he desired to gain would justify all 
the means he might emplo Bismarck took a 
great inierest in the develdpment of a sound 
republican form of government in France. 
His far-secing political eye had already dis- 
covered the fact that the maintenance of a true 
Republic in France, based upon home develop- 
ment,in order to retrieve the terrible losses 
sustained in consequence of the war, 
would be the best assurance and guarautee 
of peace from that country toward Germany. 
For this reason he supported Thiers’ measures 
in all directions, and he instructed Arnim ac- 
cordingly. Arnim, however, partly because of 
his inclinations as a Legitimist, partiy be- 
cause he desired to create dissatisfac- 
tion and trouble between the two Govern- 
ments,—between Bismarck and Thiers and the 
former and Emperor William,—did not obey 
these instructions, but worked band in band 
with the enemies of the French Republic. He 
managed his plans with suca prudence and Cir- 
cumspection that for a time he succeeded 
in misieading and mystifying Bismarck. But 
this state of affairs could not last iong. Arnim 
was recalled. He returned to Berlin, but before 
leaving Paris he surreptitiously took from the 
Offive of the German Legation several docu- 
meats and dispatches of great importance, with 
the intention to use them against Bismarck. 
Explanations were demanded, and be defended 
himeelf by stating that he regarded these pa- 
pers as bis private property, because they were 
addressed to him personally, and, furthermore, 
that they cuntained many passages which would 
have been highly offensive to his successor, 
Count Hohenlobe, who is a Catholic. These ex- 
cuses were not accepted, and availed him noth- 
ing. In matters of state persona! feelings are 
of no consequence, and important dispatches 
are always to the Ambassador in person, 
who opens them himseeif, and  piaces 
them under lock and key, keeping their 
contents even from. his private secretary. 
The dispatch remains official, nevertheless. In 
Beriin Von Arnim mjured his case, which on its 
face was bad enough, by his manner of defense. 
Loasting of bis connections, he addressed bim- 
seif to the Emperor direct, ignoring Bismarck 
altogether. But the Empegor refused to recog- 
nize him, except through Bismarck, notwith- 
standing the appeals of the Empress Augusta 
caused him much annoyance. Arnim in the 


meantime sent the documents and dispat shes to, 


the press for publication, for which act he was 
charged with the crime of treason against the 
country. His trial resulted in a sentence to the 
penitentiary for several years. Being out on 
bail, he fled trom Germany to Nice, 
and all his attempts, and the endeavors 
of his influential family for a commutation 
of his sentence to a fine, have been in vain. 
Broken in health and spirit, he lies at Nice the 
victim of his unbounded vanity and ambition, 
which meade him a dishonest officer and a traltor 
to the best interests of his native land. Re- 
membered by few, regretted by none, he will 
die on the sollof the sworn enenty of his father- 
land, his memory to pass into oblivion, only to 
be recalled when it becomes necessary a6 a 
warning to othersto speakof the man who 
died withouta country.

ERY UNSATISFACTORY. 


An Inquest Held on the Body of 
Alice Montgomery.

Veneral Movement Among the Workingmen 
Everywhere for More Pay. 


ST. LOUIS. 
Special tch to The Chicago Tribune | 
Sr. Louis, Apri! 23.—The genéral strike of 
the street-railnead employés was inaugurated 
this morning in real earnest. Considerable 
inconvenience to the public naturally result- 
ed, but the cause of the overworked men was 
so universally recognized that nobody com- 
plained. There was trouble on all the lines 
save that of Franklin avenue, where the 
men were satisfied with both hours and 
wages, and refused to join the movement. 
The managers ofthe Bellefontaine line ac- 
ceded to the demands of their men, and kept 
their cars running regularly. At an 
hour this morning both sides 
of live, Pine, and Chestnut streets 
and asliington avenue, and all the cross 
streets were crowded with business-men 
walking down. Jokes and eliaff of all kinds 
were frequent. The ladies stood on the door- 
steps and filled the windows, and as the pro- 
cession moved along handkerchiefs were 
waved and greetings exchanged. The streets 
-peemed to be alive with people, all interested 
in the movement. Occasfnally a car crept 
along, but the citizens refused to useit. In 
numerous instances men who were riding 
were callea off the cars. by their 
friends on the street, and joined the 
pedestrians. A great many ladies also 
came down from the West End, all 
walking. As the crowds passed by the 
car stables the strikers separated into lines 
on either side, took off their liats, and cheered 
‘and shouted lustily. An exciting scene 
occurred on Chestnut street, between Fifth 
and Sixth, at 8:30 a.m. Car 24 had been run 
out from the Market street stables in charge 
ofa driver engaged for this day only, and 
the little conductor well known as “ Uncle 
Johnny.” Heis one of the oldest employés 
of the road, and the boys made no objection 
to his turning out. When the car reached 
the aboVe-named place on the home trip bars 
of iron and rocks were found piled on 
the track and a large crowd had assembled. 
The driver asked the crowd to remove the 
obstruction, and was answered by shouts of 
laughter. Some fellow threw a stone which 
broke in the front window. Another missile 
was thrown at the rear and struck “Uncle 
Johnny” in the head. The laiter threw up 
his hands, and, exclaiming, “‘I give up,” 
stepped down from the car. The crowd or- 
dered the driver to unhitch the horses and 
take them back to the stable. He did so, 
leaving the car standing in the wmid- 
die of Chestnut street. Somewhere in 
the neighberhood of 45,000. people 
gathered together on Pine street, between 
Seventh and Fourth, to stop the Mound City 
& Gravois cars from running. There were 
mone of the strikers present, they being allin 
the convention at Turner-Hall.

Sr. Pavut, Minn., April 23.—The Ptoneer- 
Press publishes the story of A. B. Doggett, 
who has just returned from Southern Da- 
kota, and who was at Vermilion at the time 
the city was devastated by the flood. He 
says: ‘On the 24th of March I was stopping 
at the Chandler House, in Vermilion, with 
six other traveling men. We had been ex- 
pecting high water, but did not look for the 
inundation that took place. On the night of 
the 24th, as were sitting in the hotel, one of 
the party went to the rear of the building, 
and, to his great surprise, stepped off the 
porch into six inches of water. He 

AT ONCE GAVE THE ALARM, 
and this was the first intimation we had that 
the flood was upon us. It was then about 
9:30 o’clock at night, and parties who had 
been walking along the bank ran to the 
school-house and rang the bells to give the 
people warning of the impending danger. 
The water rose very rapidly, and all the 
boats that were available were used to res- 
cue people living in one-story houses 
in the lower part of the town. Parties 
living in two-story buildings remained in 
them two or three days until the flatboats 
were got ready, when they were also re- 
moved. Part of the town is builton the 
bluff. Probably one-third of the houses are 
located there. These are chiefly residences, 
the business houses being in the lower part 
of the town. A good many merchants 
ANTICIPATING THE FLOOD 

had removed the goods from the first floors 
of their stores to the bluffs. During the next 
three days the water ruse very rapidly, and 


the people were removed to places of safety | 


on the bluff. On the fourth day the water was 
twelve feet deep in the main street of the 
town. It was indeed a Western Venice. We 
could run our boatinto the main entrance 
of the hotel, and land on the fourth or fifth 
stair of the flight leading to the second story. 
The rooms above were provided with sheet- 
iron stoves, and on these we did such cook- 
ing as was possible. The swollen river 
rushed by the town with resistless force. 
The streams were filled with immense cakes 
of ice, and these were thrown against small 
houses in the lower part, and demolished 
them as completely as though they had been 
BUILT OF STRAW. 
About 300 feet of the railroad track was 
washed out. A lot of 1,000 cords of wood 
just above the hotel was carried away. The 
ice-house, platform of the depot, and the 
water-tank were all swept down the stream. 
The St. Charies Hotel, one of the largest 
buildings in the lower part of the town, was 
moved off its foundations, and a large num- 
ber of small houses were either demolished 
or taken. There was no loss of life in 
the town, but above and below Vermilion 
there were many cases of drowning. Many 
novel sights were witnessed. On one im- 
mense cake of ice a boy was seen. The cake 
gorged below the town and the boy was 
rescued, and is now kept as

of the terrible floods. The river hascut a 
new channel on the Nebraska side, and 
whereas Vermilion before the flood was on 
the channel it is pow two miles from it. 
There were no regular gorges at Vermilion 
when we left.

Some Dishes Oommendable for Economy 


and for Savoriness. 


MISS CORSON. 
THE SIXTH AND LAST OF THE COURSE 
of lessons on cookery was given by Miss Corson 
in Fairbank Halil yesterday morning, the at- 
tendance of ladies being much iarger than on 
any previous day. 
The first dish prepared was 
“CALVES’ LIVER LARDED.” 
Said Miss Corson: ‘Use fatsait pork, as it is 
easier to lard with than pickled. For small 
birds the strips should be an inch and a haif 
long and one-sixteenth of an inch thick; for 
chickeus a quarter of an inch thick; beef a la 
mode half an inch thick. These strips, 
called lardoons, are to i be inserted 
in the surface of the liver with a 
larding-needie. Wash the liver in cold water, 
and trim the loose pieces off, but not the skin 
proper. Lay it on afulded towel held in the 
band, curve the point of the needle a littie, take 
astitch in the meat, work the needle back and 
forth two or three times, insert the strip of pork 
in the forked end of the needle and pull 
through, leaving half an inch or so each side of 
the stitch. Dot the whole surface with this 
culinary embroidery. Put the liver on a bed of 
a few scraps of pork, a Ilittle carrot, 
turnip, and onion in a ~»baking-pan. In 
baking put a buttered paper over it until nearly 
done; then remove the paper, and let the 
lardoons brown.’ The vegetables should be 
rubbed through a seive, and the drippi found 
in the bottom of the pan used as a basis for 
sauce or gravy. 
IN MAKING “TURBANS OF FISH,” 

she used flounders, though any fish would do. 
Sbe cut the fish into fillets, which she rolled 
around the end of one of her tiugers, catch‘ng 
the upper end with a brown straw. “ After the 
turbans are rolled up,”’ she said, “ you can stuff 
them, if you wish; if not,spread a teaspvonful 
of butter over the bottom of the an. 
Season with pepper and salt. Put them 
in the oven just long enough to cook them so 
that they will begin to tilake. They are cooked 
in different ways. Eometimes they are breaded 
and fried.” 

Miss Corson then showed the class how to make 
mayonnaise dressing, which is used for chicken 
salad, and tartar sauce, the latter being for the 
fish. * For a pint,”’ she said, ** use the yolk of 
one raw egg, a saitspoonful of gait, 
unless you like to have the taste of 
salt, In which case use a level teaspoouful; 
half a saltspoonful of pepper, if you 


like it strong of pepper; if not, a quarter of a: 


saltspoonful; a dust of cayenne pepper—just as 
mucb as you would shake out of a bottie, shak- 
ing it once; a level teuspoonful of dry mustard; 
ateaspoonful of lemon-juice, which givesita 
nice taste, or Vinegur if you haven't the lemon. 
Mix these ingredients to a smooth paste, then 
begin to add saind-oil and lemon-juice or vinegar 
alternately, a few drops at a time—hbalf-a-duzen 
—until ou have a thick, smooth paste. 
Use in all three _— of oil and four tablespoon- 
fuls of lemon juice or vinegar. Take care to 
make the salad dressing in a coid pace, It will 
sometimes curdie or break, the oil and vinegar 


separating, if it is too warm orif you add the¢ 


oil and vinegar unequally. if itsuddenly curdies 
firet try to make it of the proper consistency by 
adding a very little vinegar—haif a teaspoonful 
—and stirit. If thatisn't effectual, put itin a 
thoroughly cool place,—the ice-box. If 
still unsuccessful, begin over again; and mix i 
the curdied sauce, putting itin a tablespoonfu 
atatime. That will generally bring it all right. 
If you want yellow mayonnaise use the yolk, if 
white only tiie white of the egg. 
TO MAKE TARTAR 

sauce, mix with the mayonnaise a tablespoonful 
each of chopped green pickies, parsicy, and 
cupers, and a teaspoonful of chopped onions.” 
This sauce was used with the turbans. Hol- 
landaise no thicker than ©reum was a capital 
substitute for mayonnaise on salads. “Instead 
of using plain vinegar that which comes on ca- 
pers, spices, pickles, etc., can be used, the differ- 
ent vinegars giving the sauce a different tlavor.”’ 

here was no reason why peanut or cotton-seed 
oil should not be used, i 
meat jeily—a coupie of teaspoonfuls of stock 
boiled until thick—could be added to the sauce 
to thicken it. 

Digressing a little, Miss Corson told how to 
make é¢rumbs stick to smelts. “ Have the smeits 
wasbed and dried,” she said; “dip them in milk, 
then in cracker-dust, then in beaten egg, and 
again in cracker-dust.” 

Returning to the turban® she said they were 
to be placed on the sauce, and the inayonnaise 
put on top of then, not mixed with them, 

“FOR CHICKEN SALAD,”’ 
which was next on the bill of tare, “ use equal 
quantities of chicken cut in small pieces,—not 
chopped fine, because if there was chopping nice 
veal or nice roast pork might just as well be 
used; lettuce or celery, carefully washed be- 
fore being mixed with the chicken."" Two cup- 
fuls of cach would make enough for six or 
eight persons where other dishes were 
served. “ Dress it with the piain 

dressing. Put the salad 
in the centre of the dish, making it into a little 
mound, cover the surface with mayonnaise and 
decorate the outside with olives, capers, pick- 
led beets, hard boiled eggs, or any of such 
things you like.""” Mayonnaise could be kept a 
long time in a corked bottie or covered bewk 

An “omolet souffle’’ was the last dish. 
“ Use the yelks of three eggs,” said Miss Corson,

The other dishes were 
also inspected, and much admired. {[f the 
pupils accomplish the same results as the

THE FREE LESSON, 


A TALK TO THE WIVES AND DAUGHTERS OF 
WORKINGMEN. 

The free lesson in the evening for the wives 
and daughters of workingmen was attended by 
about 10, who were delighted. 

As material, Miss Corson had two pounds of 
perfectly lean meat, a couple of medium-sized 
carrots, a little butter, flour, seasoning, about a 
quarter of a pound of suit pork, a pound of 
rice, and half a dozen apples. 

“Let us see what wecan make,” said Miss 
Corson. She first prepared “meat balls with 
Georgia boiled rice."” A pound of meat was cut 
in slices about two inches wide and three or four 
inches long. “Season with salt and pepper. 
Put a smail piece of salt pork about 
two inches long and half an inch thick 
on each piece, androllitup. Put the rolls ino 
the bottom of a saucepan or kettle with about 
a tablespoonful of nice meat drippings, or 
about a tablespoonful of butter. Brown them 
all over. Then put a tablespoonful of fluur 
among them,andstirthem around. Cover them 
with hot water. Add a teaspoonful of sait and 
a pinch of pepper. Put the rolis on the fire 
where they will cook very slowly until) they are 
quite tender. Serve them with the gravy in 
which they have been cooked, using with them 
boiled potatoes or rice.’’

ESTHETIC COOKING. 


Some Novel Becipes by a Man Who 
Can Vouch for Them. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune, 

Cuicaaco, April 23.—Seriously esteeming it 
the duty of every scientific cook to aid in 
the noble work of instructing housekeepers 
in the artof preparing food palatably, and 
yet in a manner fitting it for easy digestion, 
Ihave the honorto submitafew practical 
hints for the guidance of the ladies now un- 
dergoing instruction at Fairbank Hall. 

A lifelong study of the subject has con- 
vinced me of its importance. Cooking is not 
only a science, but a fine art, requiring years 
of time and an infinity of practice to reach 
its perfection. 

One reason of all the trouble caused by bad 
cooking, perhaps, is the obscure language in 
which professors of the art couch their writ- 
ten teachings, and the perplexity thus bru- 
tally entailed upon the reader of even the 
best of recipes. 

For example, an esthetic student of muffin 
architecture will be instructed somewhat as 
follows: “One cup of yeast, half a cupful of 
sugar, seventeen handsful of flour, rubbed up 


with a dash of salt and a sprinkle of salera- 


tus. Addthreecups of milk and whip up 
with aspoon. Fill the rings, bake in a quick 
oven, and serve hot with butter.” 

Now that seems as simple as three-card- 
monte, ana it justis. A miserable victim of 
the cooking fever deliriously imagines that 
this straightforward statement is almost too 
simple to be good, and starts in on the super- 
human task with her sleeves tucked up and 
asmile of blandest confidence. She orders 
the cup of yeast, and Bridget returns from 
the corner grocery with the tin quart 
cup full of a villainous mixture that 
looks like nitro-glycerine and smelis like a 
brewery. Meanwhile she has measured out 
the sugarin her pet keramic, a coffee-cup, 
whose capacity is four-thimble power, and 
employed baby to measure some of the sev- 
enteen handsful of flour,—the balance being 
hoisted in by scoops into the barrel by 
Bridget. Then ensues a powerful confer- 
ence over the definition of “dash” and 
“sprinkle” as terms of mensuration in salt 
and saleratus. On the testimony of some 
family recollections by Bridget, two tabie- 
spoonsful of the former and a pinch of the 
latter are decided to be the correct wrink! 
and then the “rubbing up” goes on unti 
every arm in the party is_ infested 
with acute rheumatism. The milk is then 
measured out in the quart cup, and 
this reduces the mixture to the thin consist- 
ency of hospital gruel, which runs out from 
under the rings as fast as poured in, and 
brings dismay toall hands... The only salva- 
tien being to add more flour, Bridget shovels 
it in uatil the protoplasmic muffins resembie 
paste, and then it is evident that more yeast, 
or milk, or sométhing is needed. Finally, 
the correct thing as to viscous condition 
attained, the rings are nicely filled, and the 
stove stocked with wood until it is red hot 
all over. which Bridget declares is the proper 
interpretation of “quick.” Then the tri- 
umphant wife, with many a, leaves to 
Bridget the tremendous responsibility of

THE UNKNOWN DEAD. 
INQUEST ON THE BODY FOUND IN THE ATTIC OF 
THE POST-OFFICE. 

Deputy-Coroner Hansen beid an inquest at the 
Morgue yesterday on the body of the unknown 


man found Thursday in the attic of the Govern- | 


ment building. Appended is the evidence 
elicited: 

James M. Morse teatified: I am Chief Engineer 
of the Government Buding. About half-past 
ll a. m. on the 2ist I wa# making an-examination 
of the pipés and tanks in the building, and 
while passing from the north to the south end, 
in the attic, | discovered in the room immedi- 
ately nortb of the southwest corner the body of 
aman. He was lying on his face, dead. His 
head rested on a rise in the floor made by the 
foul-air duct. The room is very dark. saw 
him by lighting a match. The entrance to the 
room is merely an opening in the wall about 
two teet square. We had agreat dea: of trouble 
last winter to keep strangers from going in 
there, as it was a warm 7 The rise in the 
floor is of flat, hollow tiling, with quite sharp 
and abrupt corners. Alongside of the body was 
a flat empty whisky-bottie and a smaiil vial, also 
empty. 

THOMAS D. FOX TESTIFIED 
that only last Sunday he had driven three 
strangers out of the attic. He was with Morse 
when the man was found, and corroborated his 
testimony. The room is unfivished, and reached 
by going up the winding stairs. The man was 
lying on his left arm, it being under bis face. 

George W. Tucker, of No. 166 South Rubey 
street, testified: 

lam a physician. I made a post-mortem ex- 
amivation of the body of the man. It was very 
much decomposed, but there were no marks of 
vivience. | opened the head andfound a fract- 
ure on the right side abouttwo inches long, 
runoing through a part of the froncal-bone and 
right temporai-bone. There was another fract- 
ure at the base of theskulliu the oscipital- bone. 
There was a depression of the hair opposit each 
of these fractures, and what seemed to be the 
remains of decom biood- clots. I 
found the man where he fell with the 
right side of the head tying onaraised brick 
wall. I think that he fell and struck his head on 
this projection and fractured his skull, and that 
death resulted from pressure on the brain from 
intercrapial hemorrhage. 

The jury returned the following verdict: 

“ That the sed came to his death by rea- 
son ot afracture of the skull and intercranial 
hemorrhage, undoubtedly produced by falling 
and striking his head, or the foul air shutina 
room to which he had got illegal access; but 
how or in whatmanner he fell is unknown to 
the jury.”

been stuffed. He was about 4 yearsof age, 
heavy built; had a brown beard, and brown buair 
about two inches in length, there being 
a bald spot in the centre of his bead. 
His teeth were reguiar end his  fea- 
tures sbarp-cut. In the pockets of his 
clothing were a black-handiled knife with a sin- 
gie blade, a smmall coil of wire, a lead-penclil, a 
clay pipe, a play-bill of Haverly’s Theatre when 
the * Wiaow Bedott’’’ company was there, and a 
copy of the Daily News of March 31. 

There can be no doubt that deceased was a 
tramp, who bad gone into the attic in an intoxi- 
cated condition, and, siipping in the dark, fell 
and cracked his skull.

HE WAS GLUCOSED! 


The Startling Affliction of a Man with 
a ‘Sweet Tooth,” Who Fed on Gin- 
cose Sweets-—Diagnosis of a Peculiar 
Case.

A few physicians in this city have recently 
had an opportunity to investigate a very un- 
usual case in medical premises. The patient 
in the case is a poor wretch who, when seen, 
seems to be suffering all the agonies of tor- 
ture that scientific skill could inflict. 
His mina was not active, but seemed to run 
along with a sluggish precision which indi- 
cated thatit too was partaking of the physical 
affliction of the body, though holding on 
tenaciously to some of the substantial foun- 
dations of thoughtful determination.

This discovery produced such a sensation in 
medical circles that a special meeting of 
the College. of Physicians and Surgeons 
was called to discuss the starch phenomena, 
but, as is frequently the case, no conclusion 
was reached. It was agreed, however, 
that the staff should continue their in- 
vestigations, and make use of the suggestions 
that discussion had broughtout. By this 
time it had become necessary for mesto take 
exercise, by walking slowly up and down 
the ward, to prevent myself from becoming 
a living mummy, as | was beginning to 
solidify very fast, and had lost my appetite 
for everything -but sugar and sirup, with a 
sinall percentage of bread and  erack- 
ers added. The doctors next decided 
to learn what I was composed of, 
and as my blood had dried wp and the daily 
accumulation eof powder on my skin became 
greater every-day, they began to test for 
starch and prescribed iodide of potassium 
an! minute doses of iodine. After this treat- 
ment had continued a week my color began 
to change, and in two wecks, instead of be- 
ing called the starchy patient. | was known 
as.the blue man, my skf in that time hating 
assumed a beautiful cerulean hue, a result 
which has long been known to follow the 
combination of iodine with starch. This dis- 
covery led to another scientific discussion, 
and the opinion was unanimous thatthe right 
channel had been struck, and the staff 
was advised to-eontinue to investigate the 
starch theory. They then began a closer 
study of histery, and, while they were satis- 
fied that my appetite for sugar had been 
the cause of my affliction, they were 
convinced that sugar alone would not 
have brought about such a result.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
THE ICE-BLOGK ADE, 

Notwithstanding the unuguaily warm weather 
yesterday, and a gentile b from the south, 
no change worthy of note occurred in the con- 
dition of the ice-blockage of Chicago harbor. 
The flelds extend out inté@ the lake to the east- 
ward indefinitiy and in df: northerly direction 
fully six miles. For the first three miles after 
leaving the harbor the ice pack is so heavy as to 
offer considerable resistance to the passage of 
tugs and other steam vessels, but the remainder 
can easily be penetrated. Friday evening the 
tug Mosher brought in a schooner and u scow, and 
yesterday the tug Mary McLane reached the 
river with atowof three Vessels. These were 
the only sail arrivals noted since the exploit of 
the tugs Commodore and Campbell, whereby 
twelve vessels mdnaged ta reach the barbor in 
two tows,—eleven in one one in the second. 
As many as fifty sail-vessels of ali descriptions 
aud sizes were ready to leave pert during the 
afternoon, but the tugs towed only nine or ten 
of them through to the open water of the lake. 
The remainder will be takén out to-day. The 
tug-othces were fairly besieged by Captains, 
especially toward eveng, butasallof the boats 
in commission had an abundance of work iu 
hand but little comfort could be afforded to 
applicants by the munagers. Cases of tall 
swearing resulted, but such invocations failed 
to mend matters or improve the situation in the 
least. Nearly allot the vesseis moved down 
stream took two tugs b of the current; 
and it was for this reas@u, mainly, that boats 
were 80 scarce, 

Shortly before noon yesterday the Saugatuck 
fishing tug A. McMillan atarted for South 
Chic , and reached ber destination late in the 
day. The tug Two Brothers, owned by Munsen 
& Co., left South Chicago for this port at u 
but up to dark bad not arrived. It was repdited 
during the afternoon that she could -be 
seen some distance soutbeast of the harbor fast 
in the ice. Owing to the inability of the Two 
Brothers to leave South Chicago because of the 
ice blockade, Messrs. Munsen & Co. have been 
compelled to engage the tug Tom Brown to tow 
their sand scows at an expense of $65 per diem. 
This they feel inclined to regard as a dead loss, 
aud it is nearly so. 

RIVER MISHAPS, 

Yesterday afternoon the steam-barge 8t. 
Joseph left Miller Brothers’ shipyard under 
steam, with the intention of leaving port on her 
first trip this season. But, unfortunately, in 
posse through the draw of Chicago avenue 

ridge she took a sheer toward the west dock 
line and ran into the schoqner E. M. Stanton, 
which lay moored igside of anvuther 
vessei. The force of the collision carried away 
the jibboom and a cathead on the Stanjon, and 
then brought ber stern against the scbhuoner 
Petrel, lying just below, with such violence as to 
smash one of the quarters badly. The Petrel 
suffered damage, but to what extent could not 
be ascertained last evening. On board of the 
St. Joseph damage was done to between-deck 
stanchions and quickwork to such an extent 
that a prompt return to the shipyard tor repairs 
was rendered necessary.

MIRACULOUS ESCAPE. 


A seaman named Alexander Anderson hada 
miraculous escape from instantaneous death on 
board of the schooner J. W. Doane yesterday 
afternoon. He had ascended the foremast for 
the purpose of reeving the jib bhalyaras. 
While so engayed, about half way between the 
trestie-trees and cap, be lost bis bold and fell. 
Luckily his position was such,in falling, that 
the trestie-trees, nine feet below, arresied bis 
descent. Whether stun by the fall or 
rendered powerless throug,” ve fright is 
not known: but he lay motionless across the 
trestie-trees for some moments. Then be 
appeared to recover bis senses, felt 
of his head, regained his feet, 
and siowly clambered down the rigging to the 
deck, where, after a few moments of rest, he re- 
sumed work, having sustained no injury of any 
consequence. The escape of Anderson was 
most miraculous. Ordinarily a man cculd not 
fall as he did without making the descent to the 
deck, nvariy ninety feet below, and being killed 
instantaneously. It must have been the thought 


that such was indeed to be his fate that ren- 
dered him for the moment powerless to act. To 
complete the recital of the incident it is neces- 
sary to add that the reeving of the jib halyards 
was left for a more auspicious time. 

INSURANCE MAGNATES IN SESSION. 

The maguates of the Néw York combination 
of tifteen of the marine-insurance compauics 
doing busiuess on the lakes were in session yes- 
terday in one of the parlors of the Grand Pa- 
citic Hotel. The session wasof a strictly private 
nature, and no reporters were admitted. Con- 
sequently nothing is known of the nature or re- 
sult of the deliberations nor will anything be 
known until some of those who were present 
divulge the proceedings. It was yet too early 
for this last evcning. Although an invitation to 
be present was extended to all Generul Agents 
and officers of outside companies, it cun be 
stated that some of these companies were un- 
represented at the mecting, seemingly for very 
good reasons. 

LAKE FREIGHTS. 

The through rate to New York, via Erie, ob- 
tained by the Ancbor Line for the 75,000 bushels 
of wheat shipped by W. T. Baker & Co. was 15 
cents per bushel, which allows the vessels de- 
livering the grain at Erie about 74 cents per 
bushel. It is stated that an offer of 100,000 
bushels of wheat at the same rute was made 
yesterday, but refused by the agent of the line. 

Coarse ftreights rémain unchanged. The 
schooner City of Sheboygan goes to Jackson- 
port for ties and cedar posts, on a charter for 
Chicago delivery of 744 cents on ties and 5 cents 
on posts. A fleet of vessels will leave this port 
to-morrow evening for Muskegon, to load with 
lumber ata freight rate of $1.50 or $1.62 per 
1,000 reet. An offer of 75 cents per gross ton bDhkS 
been made on 8,000 tons of iron-ore awaiting 
shipment from Escanaba to Depere. 

EARLY CANALING IN ILLINOIS. 
Tb the Editer af The Chicago Tribune, 

CaIcAGO, April 19.—Thirty-three years ago to- 
day the tirst boat arrived in Chicago by the Illi- 
nois & Michigan Canal. I was then, and until 
the War, connected with the caval transporta- 
tion business, and think a few reminiscences of 
Chicago business a generation ayo will interest 
your readers. 

The work on the canal was undertaken by the 
State in 1836, but after spending $5,000,000 was 
suspended in 1841, resumed in 1846, and com- 
pleted’in 1848 At 4 p. m. April 19, 1845, the 
canal-boat Gen. Fry, of Lockport, reached 
Bridgeport Lock with 150 of the principal in- 
babitants of Joliet and Lockport. Every vehicle 
in Chicago was in use tu take the crowd to 
Bridgeport to see the sight. Bands played and 
cannon were fired. When the boat was 
locked into Chicago River and made 
fast to the lake propeller A. Rossiter, 
which had been chartered by the city for the 
purpose, Mayor James H. Woodworth made a 
speech of welcome which was responded to by 
Judge Parks of Joliet, and the tow started to 
Chicago. As we approached the forks of the 
river every wharf was crowded, and the craft 
vociferously cheered. The boat was towed into 
Lake Michigan, and on passing Fort Dearborn, 
where Rush street bridge is now, was saluted by 
artillery from the fort. She was landed at the 
foot of Water street, and the visitors mostly 
stopped at the American Temperance House, a 
large wooden hotel at the northwest corner of 
Lake étreet and Wabash avenue. At that time 
there was a float bridge over the South Branch 
at Randolph street, and one over the main river 
at Clark street, but no other bridges in the city 
limits. There was no gas, no Water-Works, no 
sewerage, not a mile of railroad running into 
the city, and no tugs on the river. 

A month later the passenger packets began 
running to La Salle. They were a very weli- 
managed line, and the time (twenty-two bours 
to La Salle, distant 100 miles) was thought fast 
enough. The captains of these boats all became 
conductors of the Rock Island Railroad, except 
Capt. Jobn Connett, the eminent politician. 
They were Capts. George M. Grey, Fred 
Charles Wheeler, and N. M. Wheeier, the latter 
at present the popular depotmaster of the Chi- 
cago, Rock Isiand & Pacific Railroad in Chicago. | 
In 1852 the Rock Island Railroad was opened to | 
La Salle, and the passenger packets were with- 
drawn from the canal. 

For five years the canal was the chief outlet 
for Ubicago commerce, south and west. Two 
fine steamers daily ran from La Salle to St. 
Loutls. Many of our inent business- men 
came from the line of this canal and the Illinois 
River. Geo Armour. the elevator proprietur, 
came from Ottawa. H. F. Eames, President of 
the Commercial Na Bank. was a graino- 
dealer in Ottawa till 1862. E. F. Pulsifer kept a 
dry-goods store in Hennepin. C. T. Wheeier, 
ot the Union National Bank, and Flint & Thomp- 
son, the elevator p cee Nd ae 
at Pekin. xi, , Davi pork at 
Bea town, 

Until the Kock Island Railroad was opened, 
there was a very large forwarding business done 
by canai, and a number of lines of boats ex- 
isted—viz.: the Union Line, owned by Dole, Rum- 
sey & , and Wadsworth,

What the Managers Think of the 
New Ordinance. . 


They Regard It as Utterly Impracti- 
cable, and Will Disregard It. 


A Trrseune reporter yesterday afternoon 
visited the telegraph and telephone offices of 
the city and conversed with some of the offi- 
cers on the subject of the revised ordinance 
passed by the Council last Wednesday, 
which, looking towards the abolition of the 
telegraph pole nuisance, saddles upon the 
telegraph and telephone companies the pain- 
ful necessity of hav the cable system of 
telegraphy compl throughout the city 
within a few days’ time. The clause of the 
ordinance which places these companies in 
this dilema, wr ose other hornisa willful vio- 
lation of municipal law. runs as follows: 

“No person sball hereafter erect, con- 
struct, or put up any telegraph pole, tele- 
graph line, or wire, or electgic conductor in 
any st avenue, or alley within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of Chicago, under 
the penalty of $100 for each and every of- 
fense. Andeach and every day any such 
tolegTape pole, line or wire, or electric con- 
ductor shall be continued and maintained 
after the first conviction shall constitute a 
new and separate offense.” 

The first office visited was that of the 
American District Telegraph Company, on 
La Salle street, where Mr. Firman, the man- 
ager, stated ordinance would vir- 
tually paralyze the telephone business 
throughout the eity. It would certainly 
put an end to 1 . growth of 
the present telephone system, and would give 
the present patrons of the telephone com- 
panies a monopoly which wou! ahs clis- 
astrous to their competitors in business. The 
company had a certainty of a very large in- 
crease of business. Between 300 and 400 ap- 
plications are on hand from parties desiring 
telephones which cannot be filled until the 
wires can be run into the consolidated offices, 
as otherwise the wires would have to be 
twice built. No further work in the way of 
consolidating the offices of the companies 
could be done after May 1 if the ordinance 
remained in force. 

“* No new wires could be = up, and if 
any old ones came down accidentally or oth- 
erwise they could not be replaced. In a great 
many cases wires are run over 
buildings by the courtesy of proprietors, 
lf these were ordered off one building, it is 
possible that the change might entail their 
removal from many others. hen, again,

own come the wires, and, after May 1, in 

such a case they cannot go up again.’ 
“Can’t you place your wires under 


ground?” 

“ Tak for ted it could be done, if 
we began this day it would take a year to 
accomplish the change. The city has ordered 
us to go under the ground, but it has shown 
us nv way'to accomplish change. They 
have described a ditch of a certain size as 
available for the city’s telegraph and tele- 
phone wires, and this same ditch will not 
take in one-tenth of our wires alone. I con- 
sider the 

ORDINANCE ABSOLUTELY INOPERATIVE, 
because it cannot be obeyed without a de- 
struction of our business. The Board of 
Directors have not considered the matter 
yet: I suppose they will take legal advice 
upon the subject and act Seco ile 

Mr. Fay, manager of the Bell Telephone 
Company, made the same points and, in ex- 
emplification of the absolute necessity of the 
telephone to the business-man, said that just 
now, when on aecountof the consolidation 
the companies were not able to grant further 
facilities, parties were offering a premium 
for the use of the instruments. A tug-man 
who had just gone into business, finding 
that he could not be supplied, made an 
offer of $1,000 for one, ang was delighted 
when a party abandoning The use of his in- 
strument made it over to him. He ac- 
knowledged that the absence of the 
telephone would cost him thousands of 
dollars onan & in fact he could not get 
along without it. Hedid not see how the 
business could develop, or really how it 
could fail to die out, as every time aman 
moved he would be obliged to abandon his 
instrument, as the building of another wire 
to connect with his new place of business 
would be illegal. 

The reporter called finally upon Mr. Nor- 
man William, of the law firm of Williams & 
Hen gs for the purpose of having some 
legal light thrown upon the matter. Mr. 
Williams conversed freely upon the subject, 
and showed that he was at home both in the 
practical and aspects of the case. 

Apropos of passage of the ordinance, 

he was of the opinion that the Council had 
passed it under the misapprehension that it 
was what is known as the “ Barrett ordi- 
nance,”’ whicb provides for the gradual substi- 
tution within the city of the cable for the 
pole system of wires, which ordinance is 
generally acceptable to the telegraph com- 
yanies. Only two or three members of the 
souncil really appreciated the full purport 
of the opening clause of the ordinance, and 
they acknowledged that they voted for its 
passage, as they feared their not doing so 
might affect the chances of other ordinances 
going through. 

The reporter called Mr. Williams’ attention 
to the fact thatit was believed by some in- 
terested parties that it was not in the power 
of the Council to repeal or amend the ordi- 
nance without invalidating all the revised 
ordinances, but Mr. Williams said that this 
was a mistake. The Council could amend 
the error it had fallen into, arid would doubt- 
less do so at an early period. 

“] have conversed with telegraphers who 
think that the law is inoperative,” the re- 
porter remarked. 

“ The law isa law, or will be somewhere 
about May 10, and, of course, laws ought tobe 
obeyed. lam afraid, though, the city would 
be obliged to

under a certain emergency. Now. suppose 
one of the fire-alarm telegraph wires comes 
down, what is the city going to do?

The same 
storm would destroy all other lines in the 
city, and Chicago, which doves more tele- 
graphing, perhaps, than any city in the 
world, would be left without this absolutely 
essential adjunct to her business system.

THE DEMAND FOR PROPERTY. 
Real estate, though without a trace of 
speculative activity, was firm last week, 
Transactions, as measured by the daily rec- 
ord of transfers, are well kept up.

MICHIGAN AVENUE BOULEVARD. 

Work on this improvement, which has 
been so long desired by the people of the 
South Division, has at last commenced- 
Friday morning the workmen began to set 
the curbstones at Lake Park place, and that 
portion of the work will be carried on stead- 
ily until Thirty-fifth street is reached. An 
unexpected hindrance has already shown it- 
self, however, in the rottenness of the stones. 
An unexpectedly large proportion of them 
turn out to be unfit for use, and have had to 
be condemned. ‘There is no loss in this to 
the public, for the Commissioners have a vig- 
ilant inspector on the ground, who sees that 
no bad material is used. It does, however, 
serve to delay the work, and if as much of 
the stone yet to be delivered is bad as of that 
already on the ground, it will be impossible 
tw complete the buulevard to Thirty-fifth 
street this year. Thisis unfortunate, because 
there was not in the minds of the, Commis- 
sioners any reason why the work should not 
go on smoothly. All the contracts are let, 
leaving nothing to be purchased but some 
lamp-posts and 175 trees, and there is an 
abundance of money on hand, After a cer- 
tain quantity of curbing has been set the 
work upon the street itself will commence, 
and will be carried out in strict accordance 


with the plans which have already been pub- - 


lished in Tuk Trinune. It will not be very 
long, therefore, befure the citizens of Chicago 
will begin to have an idea of what the Doule- 
vard is to resemble, and to see what kind ofa 
roadway they are to have, 

‘The plan is to have the boulevard com- 
mence at Jackson street, and an assessinent 
was made on the property between there and 
Lake Park place. But the eity, which owns 
ali the property ou one side of the avenue, 
failed, through the Council, to make any ap- 
propriation for its sare o1 the expense, and 
the Commissioners consequently decided not 
to collect the assesment from the property- 
holders at present. Whenever the Council 
does its part the Park Commissioners will do 
theirs, and work will be started on this part 
of the avenue. Happily this is the least im- 
portant part of the work, and its delay will 
do no serious harm.

RENTS. 
Rents have weakened a little, especially in 
the case of houses. Where landlords at- 


to $60 a month, they are now accepting 
$45 and $55. Something like the same 
subsidence is notice all through the 
price-list of houses, except that In 
the case of high-priced ones land- 
lords will make still greater concessions. 
Numbers of houses still bear the cards 
“ To Rent,” but in many of these the land- 
lords and tenants will come together before 
the istof May. It is not likely that there 
will be many houseg left vacant. Stores are 
renting better than houses, and offices better 
than either. Thereis a scarcity of offices, 
and rents have advanced more than those ot 
stores and houses, Thig is especially true 
on La Salle and Washington streets, in the 
neighborhood occupied by the insurance, 
real estate, and financial men. Offices that 
went last year for 850 a month now bring 
$800 to $900 a year. The renting busi- 
ness was very lively in the months of De- 
ceiber, November, and February. Many of 
the most important leases were made. Only 
what might be ealled unfinished business 
now remains to be transacted. One element 
that now counts for a good deal is the new 
business men thatare constantly moving to 
this city. J.C. Sampson & Co. report that 
they are now hunting up quarters for one 
of the largest carpet concerns in the East, 
and for several important dry-goods houses 
from New York. The stores just built in 
the new wholesale district are notall rent- 
ed, but most of then are spoken 
for. A good many firms will eml- 
grate from Wabash avenue to this 
new quarter. The tendency of the clothing, 
hats and caps, and boot and shoe trades to 
coneentrate around Adams, Franklin, Mon- 
coe, and Fifth avenue is growing stronger 
all the time. The crockery and millinery 
trades are gathering on Wabash. The lower 
part of Wabash avenue is becoming the 
favorit locality for grocery houses, The 
commission houses on South Water show 
soine syinptoms of making a break for 
Lake street. This would drive the hardware, 
iron, and similar branches of business over 
to Wabash, 


BUILDING. 

Building is still backward. Capitalists are 
holding off, knowing that it would be impos- 
sible to go ahead with contracts on account 
of the light supply of brick. New brick will 
not get to market before May 20. The floods 
have put back the work at least a week. 
Stone quarries are full of water, so that for 
some time nothing can be done but get out 
the light stone on the top of the quarries. 

Mr. C. P. Thomas, archtect, has closed 
contracts during the past week for the follow- 
ing buildings: Stores 75 feet front on Halsted 
street, near Taylor, 65 feet deep, giving four 
stores, with double dwellings above, for 
James Todd, of Louisville, Ky., to cost $29,- 
000; stores 84 feet fronton Elm street, near 
Clark, by 80 feet deep, three stories and base- 
ment, with flats on each floor, pressed brick 
and cut stone, to cost $35,000; stores 106 feet 
front on North Clark street, at the northeast 
corner of Elm, by 65 feet deep, four stories 
and basement, giving fine stores with dwell- 
ings above, to cost $40,000; stores 30 feet front 
on Ellis Park, by 68 feet deep, four stories high, 
with flats on each floor, pressed brick and 
cut stone, to cost $11,000. Mr. Thomas is 
vutting the finishing touches on the Irwin 
Building, at the corner of Wabash and Har- 
rison streets. The principal story is in red 
oak, and will cost $6,000, 

The new building ordinances in the re- 
vised code will help the Building Depart- 
ment greatly in its endeavors to prevent the 
erection of sheds for dwelling purposes with- 
in the citv limits. Under the old ordinances 
the Department could not refuse a permitfor 
a shed that was intended for a dwelling, so 
long as it came under the regulation size. 
Under the new ordinances the Department 
is allowed to refuse shed permits where the 
parties propose to livein them or put them 
up as additions to dwellings already erected. 
This section will be strictly enforced as far 
as lies in the power of the Building lIuspect- 
or’s foree. Another good thingin the build- 
ing ordinance provisions is the following in 
the last clause: “Any builder, or any archi- 
tect, or contractor having charge of a build- 
ing who shall permit any building to be con- 
structed in violation of the ordinance shall be 
liable to the penalties imposed by Sec. 1,140, 
which provides a penalty of not less than $10 
nor wore than $100 for each offense.”

A per- 
mit was granted to Alvin Hulbert for three 
three-story and basément stores and dwell- 
ings, 58 by 74 feet, Lake, near Lincoln street, 
to cost $18,000, 

The teneinent-house system in New York 
is rapidly extending among the people of 
comfortable means. In former years only 
the poor lived in layers, but now French flats 
are habituating well-to-do peuple to the same 
kind of life. 

The first apartment house was built in 
1869, but not until 1875, six years ago, did 
these dwellings begin to be erected in large 
numbers. In 1875 4s many as 112 were put 
up, While at the end of 1880 there were 1,234 
such establishientsin New York City. In 1880 
the number of these establishments erected 
was 516. If they continue to be put up at 
that rate during the next ten years, New 
York will have at the end of thattime nearly 
6,000 of them. But they are likely to be 
built even more rapidly, for the demand for 
them has not been really active until 
within five years, and the people have 
only lately become wonted to them. Twice 
as many of them were erected in 1880 as in 
inj, ‘There are a few French flat houses in 
Chicago. Itis the elevator, or lift, that has 
made the apartment-house a possible home 
for people too luxurious to clim) long flights 
of stairs. Itis to be hoped that the develop- 
inent of rapid transit will work against the 
elevation, and counteract any tendency to 
turning a large part of our population into 
this foreign style of living. tt is impossible 
that a population living in 
boxes should have either the 
ical or moral vigor of people who 
have door-yards of their own. For ex- 
ceptional cases of old people without chil- 
dren, bachelors. and transitory tenants, 
French flats are admirable, but as a general 

roposition Chicago wants no tenement- 
10uses for rich or poor.

The Phillips tract litigation has broken out 
ina new place. Last week a cross bill was 
tiled in the United States Circuit Court by 
Charles B. Phillips in the case of the South 
Park Commissioners against James Morgan, 
ex-President of the Board of Commissioners. 
Phillips sets out that since 1849 he has been 
the legal or equitable owner of the south 
half of Fractional Section 13, 38,14. About 
the time he bought it he erected valuable im- 
provements, and lived on it until 1862, when 
the buildings were destroyed by fire. The 
traet contains 220 acres, and is now wholly 
within the limits of the South Park, and he, 
having become involved in litigation with 
W. P. Kerr, made an agreement to con- 
vey the land to the South Park Com- 
missioners on the contract that they 
should defend his title, and when the litiga- 
tion was ended and his title established pay 
him the full value of the property, such 
value to be determined by a jury. Phillips 
charges, however, that the South Park Coin- 
missioners have not carried out this arrange- 
ment, but that they have made an agreement 
with Kerr to buy the land of him at a price 
not more than 32,000 an acre, and have al- 
ready paid him $00,000 on account. The 
principal amounts to $440,000, at $2,000 an 
acre, and with interest from August, 1870, 
would make some 3570,000 still due after the 
payment of the $99,000. The Commissioners 
agreed also to be defended by Kerr’s counsel 
in any suits. It is alleged that this action 
constitutes a breach of trust on the part of 
the Commissioners, who were simply his 
trustees, holding the title to the land fur him, 
and Phillips asks that they nay be enjoined 
from further carrying out their contract with 
Kerr, and that his rights in the property may 
be ascertained and protected, 

The owners of property at and near 
Brighton and all interested in the comple- 
tion of the city railroad on Archer avenue to 
Brighton and beyond, are requested to meet 
atthe Palmer House Tuesday, April 26, at 3 
o'clock p. m., to consult in relation to this 
matter. 

We learn that a large number of buildings, 
mostof them residences, are to be imme- 
diately put up at Brighton and in the vicin- 
ity. One report gives 160, and it is said that 
half a dozen times as many would be built 
during the summer tf the horse-car line were 
extended to Brighton. A meeting of prop- 
erty-owners is called for Tuesday afternoon 
at 3 o’clock at the Palmer House, to see what 
the City Railway Company are willing to 
do about extending their line a little 
overa mile to that point. and if they will 
not do it whether other parties will take hold 
of the work and build it. It is believed that 
in a single day all the stock could*be taken 
to build the road if the city railway tranchise 
does not prevent its construction. Inquiries 
as to how that franchise can be vacated if 
the Company refuse to build the road will 
be in order. Property-ownersin the vicinity 
of Brighton will doubtless be out in strong 
force at the meeting. 

Mr. Potter Palmer will remove soon from 
his Dearborn avenue residence to the ele- 
gant twelve-acre domain at Forty-seventh 
street and Grand boulevard, 

THE RELT ROAD. 

The charter of the Chicago Belt Transfer 
Company has been filed in the Reeorder’s 
office. This Company takes the place of the 
Chicago Park & Transfer Company. Its pur- 
poses are stated in the charter to be: 

1. The construction of a belt of road for 
the transfer of freight, passengers, and ex- 
press with the proper depots and transfer- 
yards. 

2. The operation of a freight clearing-house 
in connection with the transfers. 

3. To afford the rapid-transit facilities now 
demanded by the extraordinary increase of 
Chicago manufacturing interests, and to ex- 
tend these facilities to the greatextent of un- 
occupied land which will be opened by the 
construction of this road. 

This road will be thirty-four miles long, 
with several tracks, will cross every railroad 
entering Chicago, and will have a depot, 
transfer yard, and warehouse at every cross- 
ing. ‘lo peovle interested in reali estate, one 
of the most important points of the scheme 
will be the large yard required for the re- 
assorting oftrains. The details of the ar- 
rangement of this yard have not been decid- 
ed on, but it is likely to require not less than 
1,000 acres. It will filled with 
tracks, on which trains can be 
broken up and rearranged ac- 
cording to the points of destination. At the 
same puint there will be the clearing-house, 
general offices, repair shops. <A _ belt-road 
isin successful operation iu Indianapolis: 
companies have been incorporated for such 
projects in Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Kansas 
City, and Denver; the New York Central has 
constructed acircular track around Roch- 
ester; and the Peoria & Pekin Union RKail- 
way Company was organized to handle the 
terminal business of the two cities named in 
its title. The Belt Road, if properly planned 
and carried out, will be of incalculable benefit 
to Chicago, and do much to develop its posi- 
tion as the greatest distributing puint in the 
country.

STRAIGHTENING THE RIVER. 

The Western Indiana Railroad Company 
have made an important offer to the city to 
help in the much desired straightening of 
the river south of Eighteenth street. The 
Company offer to provide the money for the 
purchase of the point of land which will 
have to be cut off of Robert Law’s coal-yard, 
and will furnish the city with the necessary 
money to do the dredging of the point 
of land. In return the Company wish to 
be allowed to straighten their duck line. 

If thisimprovement were made they would 
place their elevator a few hundred feet north 
of where they now propose to locate it, In 
which event it wantd occupy the street end 
of what would be Nineteenth street if it was 
built tothe river. The street end is about 
fifty feetin width on the river, and the ele- 
vator would cover about 110 feetin length. 
In return for the advance of money to pay 
for the dredging they want the rental 
of the platted- extension of Nineteenth 
street for the term of twenty-five years. Mr. 
Robert Law names 31.50 a square foot as the 
price to be paid him for the piece of ground 
to be cut off from his coal-vard, but 
stipulates that he shall have the control as to 
the shape the dock front shall left in 
and, further, that the work shall be finished 
complete, including dredging, building new 
dock, etc., by May 10, 1881; and, further, that 
all the additional expense of removing the 
new dock nearly completed shall be paid for 
by the City of Chicago, or, in other words. 
the new dock shall be built and paid for in

CAR-SHOPS., 

Something more than the establishment of 
a freight-yard is meant by the acquisition of 
alarge tractof 400 acres at Hawthorne by 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Road. It 
is hinted that the Road means to do nothing 
less than to move thither their car-works 
now at Aurora. In doing this it will follow 
the example of the Kock Island, the North- 
western, and the Pullman Palace-Car Com- 
pany. Another road likely to doa similar 
thing is the. Iilinois Central, which a few 
years ago boughta large tract of acre property 
in See. 10, north of Pullman, for the purpose 
of establishing works there. All these are 
but straws showing the powerful influ- 
ences at work to develop the manu- 
facturing capabilities of this city. Taken 
ail in all,—the facilities for transporta- 
tion, the easy concurrence of clay, iron, 
coal, lumber, and labor, the cheapness 
of living, and the iumense and growing tmar- 
ket afforded by the population of the Missis- 
sippi Valley,—there is no other point in the 
United States that can equal Chicago as a 
point of manufacturing. 


THE CALUMET. 
The South Chicago Deck Company have 
begun the construction ot 9,000 feet of dock- 


age at South Chicago, principally for the ac- . 


commodation of the South Chicago lumber 
trade. They will spend in ali $590,000 for 
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the purpose, and have borrowed that amount. 
Their mortgage for $500,000 was on Wednes- 
day put on record, made by the South Chica- 
go Dock Company to Anthony J. Thomas, 
of New York, who 1s the Trustee. The 
mortgage is payable on or before the first 
day of April, 1901, with interest at 6 per cent 
per annum. The security is part of the 
south three-fourths of Sec. 7, Town 37, Range 
15, and is situated in South Chicago, between 
One-Hundred and One-Hundred-and-Sixth 
streets and Muskegon avenue, and all other 
lands in this county, docks, warehouses, ele- 
vators, buildings and other property. This 
mortgage means great lmprovement to South 
Chicago. 

New iron-works, it is reported, will be 
built this summer on the Calumet, opposit 
the North Chicago Steel Mill. 

A suburban railroad is to be laid between 
Chicago and Maywood. It will begin at the 
Chicago Jockey Club Park, and will connect 
there with the West Madison street horse-car 
line. It will run to the Desplaines River at 
Maywood, with a branch to the southwest 
to Waldheim Cemetery. 


HOUSE RENTING. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CurcaGco,.April 23.—During the present 
month and up to this time there are thou- 
sands of people in Chicago who are and have 
been engaged day after day hunting in every 
direction for somewhere to lay their heads, 
lt is a trying time not only for the weary 
tenant but for the independent landiord, 
And, by the way, this introduces the subject 
of which more especially I wish to speak 
through your columns, namely, the relations 
between landlord and tenant, about which so 
much has been written. I may not, how- 
ever, add anything new on the subject. In 
the first place Lam nota landlord, but an 
humble tenant; noram | engaged in the busi- 
ness of leasing houses and stores. But it has 
often occurred to mein my observations in 
this business, whilst so much has been writ- 
ten and taiked about the landlord derogatory 
of hisexcellent character asa humane person 
in his dealings with his tenants, that much 
of the same might be said equally as truth- 
fully about his tenants,in wany cases at 
least. ‘There can be no question of doubt 
that there are at least as many mean tenants 
as there are landlords, and there certainly is 
a good many of them. In acity like this you 
will, of course, find plenty of men (1 will 
dare to cali them men) whose word and 
wiitten contract are not worth one fig, and 
who never hesitate to sign anv kindof a 
contract, for they mean at the time to beat 
the landlord out of all the rent that is vossi- 
ble fur them to do, and they almost invaria- 
bly come out ahead after being legally, not 
literally, as they deserve, kicked out. And 
you will often find these fellows occupying 
responsible positions in large and honorable 
houses of business. They are certainly dan- 
gerous men to have in your employ at 
all. ‘There are however, on the other hand, 
many good menwho are tenants, who do al- 
Ways as they agree. These men are often 
imposed on in this wise; The landlord has 
been cursed with one of these worthless ten- 
ants, whom he has just ousted by law. He 
then deterinines to hunt upa good-paying ten- 
‘ant, and adds perhaps 2 per cent to the rent 
to make up his losses on non-paying tenants. 
Ile cannot always do this, but now he can; 
fur tenants afe very plenty, and houses very 
scarce. In this way good-paying tenants 
have had to pay the bad tenants’ rents, in 
part at least.

STRIKE OF THE LANDLORDS, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, April 23.—Why is it that the 
landisrds have joined the army of strikers, 
when under the last year scale of rents they 
wee receiving from 8 to 12 per cent net in- 
come on the value of their property, and at 
the same time capitalists hunting for 4 per 
cent inyestments and paying a premium for 
the bonds? The only conclusion of the 
writer is that the tenant can be turned into 
the street the Ist day of May unless he ac- 
cedes to their extortionate demands. Al- 
though not organized as a body of strikers, 
yet in every sense of the word they are such, 
and being backed by capital are doubly 
dangerous, it being thoroughly understood 
that the last dropof blood shall be drawn 
from the tenant. They talk of flush tlines, 
when the record of failures in the United 
United States for the first quarter of the 
present year showsa proportion of three to 
twoas against thesame period in 1880. 

Do they want to kill the goose that lays the 
golden egg, and drive people into the suburbs, 
cheap boarding-houses, or compel them to 
leave the city ? 

The landlords are to-day reaping a larger 
and surer profit than is obtained from any 
other legitimate investment, and the tenants, 
simply their slaves, contributing in many 
instances the entire profits of their business 
rather than shut up shop.

NEW YORK. 

The Metropolitan Opera-House Company 
of New York (Limited) has received the 
titles to the property on Broadway, between 
Thirty-ninth and Fortieth streets, the site 
agreed upon.

Stocks were dull outside of the Elevated Rail- 
roads, Louisville & Nashville, Texas Pacitic, and 
Chattanooga. Even the bank statement show- 
ing an increase of over $4,000,000 in reserve 
failed to stimulate prices or increase the volume 
of business. Toward the close quotations stead- 
ily declined, and the market ended for the day 
with a good deal of weakness. 

All sorts of unfavorable rumors were in circu- 
lation about the Elevated Railroads. Manhattan, 
it was prophesied, would default on its semi-an- 
nual dividends due this summer, and would go 
into the bands of a Receiver. As a matter of 
fact, the Elevated Roads have just completed 
their surface connections with the railroads 
running through the suburban district north of 
New York, and are entering upon a period of 
larger earnings than any they* have yet made. 
The present assault on quotations looks much 
like that engineered last year to shake out small 
holders just before a new bull movement. 

Louisville & Nashville was beavily dealt in, 
and made a further gain, though part of this 
was lost. London buyers were said to be raking 
itupas a cheap investment. A combination 
has been perfected, of which the full details 
are withheld, that will give the Louisville & 
Nashville the control of all the South Atlantic 
seaports. Its satellite, Chattanoowa, was strong 
and higher, and its President was credited with 
advising his friencsto buy for much higher 
prices. 

Among the rumors were that Keene and 
Gould were acting together for higher prices, 
that Osburne was out of stocks, that the Van- 
derbilt sons had sold out, that their certificates 
of Lake Shore stock that had been sold, ap- 
parently short, would be delivered this week,

All speak of the light 
stocks of grain, and especially of wheat, which 
is reterred to as * scarcely to be found ready for 
delivery.” At the time these ietters were writ- 
ten some nineteen steamers were overdue with 
wheat froin California, yet the market advanced 
even after the arrival of this large acquisition 
to the stock.

FISH. 


Chicago One of the Beast Markets in 
the Country. 

The nature and source of the fish supply of 
Chicago, and the extent of the interests in- 
volved in this business, are probably searcely 
understood by the general reader, who takes 
fish when it is set before him as a relief to 
the wearisome succession of roast beef, 
mutton, pork, and veal. Yesterday a re- 
porter of THe TRIBUNE spent some time 
among the fish-markets and interviewed 
several leading dealers on the subject. The 
substance of these interviews is embodied as 
follows: 

The principal supply of lake fish—white- 
fish and trout—is drawn at present from the 
eastern and western shores of Lake Michi- 
gan. Of river fish, pickerel and pverenh are 
searce, pike plentiful. Of white bass, crop- 
pies, and other fish from the rivers in the 
Green Bay region, there is a good supply. 
Whitefish and trout are the staples, and are 
always in demand. Thereis no loss on these 
fish, for if they cannot be sold at once they 
can be smoked or salted, and in either shape 
command a ready sale. 

Of sea fish there is-a good supply of red- 
snappers from the Gulf of Mexico, and of 
cod, haddock, halibut, and mackerel from 
Boston and New York. Shad from the 
Chesapeake and Potomac are moderately 
plentiful. Lake and river fish are cheap, 
and there seems to be a general expectation 
that prices on ail kinds will rule low. 
Lobsters are received from Boston, Portland, 
and New York, and arein good demand at 
% ta 2 cents per pound. A few California 
salmon have been received and sold readily 
at good prices, but the season for the Quebec 
and Kennebec varieties has hardly com- 
menced, 

It appears that this has not been a good 
Lent for the fishmongers, Prices have ruled 
so high that the observance of a piscine diet 
as a qualification for sanctity has not been, 
strictly adhered to. A leading dealer said 
that he would give more tor his trade during 
May, June, and July than for all the rest of 
the year, including Lent. In the very hot 
weather people take to fish as a relief 
fron the monotony of a_— meat 
diet, and there is a steady trade all 
the time. The oyster season is as zood as 
over, and the succulent bivalve will rest 
quietly in his native bed until September 
comes around with its fatal terminal ‘r.’’ 
His relative, the clam,—tough but toothsome 
—enjoys no such aifabetical exemption 
from slaughter, and is considered in season 
the year round. A fewfresh brook trout, 
some frozen salmon froin the Kennebec, and 
one shipment of California salmon, which 
brought fancy prices, have been received. 
Shrimps and prawns are just coming in, 
and = sell at 50 cents per quart. 
The supply is limited, and the 
quality so far isinferior. Smelts are selling 
readily at about eight cents per pound. ‘The 
second shipment of fresh mackerel from 
New York was received yesterday, and met 
with a good demand. During the past few 
weeks there has been a call for flounders, a 
fish much affected by American citizens of 
Ilebrew extraction during their religious 
holidays. It will be seen that Chicago draws 
its piscatorial supply from points as farapart 
as the Kennebec end John Day Rivers, and 
takes its whitefish from the far North, and 
its red-snapper from the Gulf of Mexico with 
equal gustatory enjoyment.

Mashers. 


Extortionate Street-Cleaning Bids— 
Revoking Licenses. 


REVOKING LICENSES. 

The Mayor stated | yesterday that the li- 
censes which had been revoked recently did 
not work avery great hardship on the of- 
fenders. Butit was not his intention to al- 
low these parties to have licenses again an- 
other year for places in other parts of 
the city. So far as he was concerned, he 
was loath to restore any license revoked by 
him, at the same time he wanted the police 
to exercise care and judgment in recoinmend- 
ing a revocation, 
reopen for the same parties under an- 
other name the places he had closed, 
but he could not legally refuse a license if 
another person claiming to be reputable and 
bringing evidence to that effect applied fora 
saloon license, even though intending per- 
haps to open the same place. These parties 
wuuld not now trouble themselves about 
having their licenses restored, but they 
might apply, after the Ist of May, when all 
saloon-licenses come due, for new ones. He 
had notified the City Clerk and City Collect- 
or not to grant these parties new licenses, 
but the thing might be overlooked in the 
rush during May and June which was sure 
tocome. He (the Mayor) would not toier- 
ate these dives after 

his notice by the police. 


STREET-CLEANING BIDS. 

The bids for cleaning the paved streets of 
the three divisions of the present dirt-accu- 
mulations were opened yesterday morning 
by the Commission of Public Works. There 
were only six, and only one of these was 
anything like reasonable, and this was for 
cleaning the streets of the North Side at S384 
amile. Mr. Waller said that he thought that 
this bid would be accepted, and the work 
over there commenced at once. So far as 
the other districts were concerned, the 
bids ranged from $1909 a mile up, 
the latter being the lowest for a 

ortion of the West Side. ‘The Bridgeport 

istrict would cost about $277 a mile to clean 
uv under the bids handed in. Mr. Waller 
says that all these bids are too high, and that 
he will be compelled to advertise over again. 
The trouble was these people did not know 
what they were estimating upon. He did not 
think that there was as much dirt upon the 
streets as the contractors had imagined. He 
found that the great difficulty lay in not hav- 
ing a dumping-ground for the street dirt, and 
the dredging firms had a monopoly of the 
scows lo carry the dirt out into the lake, and 
wanted $12 an hour for each scow used by 
the city. This, of course, was exorbitant 
and Outrageous, and he was endeavoring to 
find some remedy for the evil. 


DOWN WITH THE MASHERS,

der the Vagrancy law. You will therefore in- 
struct your command to arrest all such charac- 
ters and all known thieves atonce, and continue 
rearresting them until they fully understand 
that they shall not be permitted to remain in 
the city or to ply their vocation here. You will 
aiso notify your patrolmen to keep a close 
watch of the suspected characters referred to, 
and toreport to this office all places which may be 
giving them shelter or support. 

There is another class to whom I desire to 
direct the attertion of the force, and who, also, 
may be properly classed as vagrants, and shouid 
be arrested and prosecuted as such—to-wit: 
Street-corner loafers, anu idlers who habitually 
congregate on prominent street corners and in 
front of public places, using vile mnguage and 
Staring at and often insulting women who have 
vecas,on to pass by. You will instruct your 
patrolmen that it will be their duty to keep their 
respective posts, entirely clear of such, and re- 
pe to me any member of your command fail-

Haverly will have a new theatre in this 
city. ‘This fact having been settled, the pub- 
lic mind will now assume its ordinary tran- 
guility, and .he rivai managers kuow exactly 
wu wey Bave to contend against. 
From the moment he found that it was ab- 
solutely impossiole to obtain @ renewal of 
the lease of his present building, Maverly 
has been casting about for a convenient spot 
on Which to erect a new house, and he has 
been feeling his way to secure certain 
theatrical property in this city. Tiis exist 
ing theatrical property be found it impossible 
to ovtain. . The present managers, not 
withstand.ng the rivalry that exists, louk 
agpon this as a fieid of too much dra- 
matic importance for them torelinquish their 
hold upon it.

Mr. Mann, of Boston, is the architect, 
and with him, we understand, is associated a 
man from the office ot the designer of 
the Grand Opera House vf Paris, the grand- 
est place of amusement ever erected. It is 
intended that the new building, while ap- 
parently simalier, shall seat one-third more 
pon than Haverly’s present theatre. ‘The 
is to have a rough stone front in the 
buliding, have a perinanent awning; similar 
to that of the Fifth Avenue Theatre, running 
the entire length of the structure, and 
light will be used to uL- 
uminate the street, the en- 
trance, the - corridors. ‘There will 
be two basements, two stores, and eight of- 
fices in the front part of the building, but 
these will be considerations only after the 
requisit has been secured for the thea- 
tre. Mr. Haverly intends to make a depart- 
ure in the matter of boxes. There will prob- 
ably be nine in the proscenium, constructed 
on the lufest plans, and in the rear of the 
first balcony there will be twenty loges simi- 
lar to those in most of the Eurvpean theatres. 
The lower floor will be upholstered through- 
outin amanner similar to Haverly’s Four- 
teenth Street Theatre. Particular attention 
will be paid to thestage, which will be atritie 
deeper than Haverly’s present one, and not 
_— so wide, and he will, like Manager 
mmett, make it a point to have the dress- 
ing-rvoms for stars and actors fitted upin a 
proper way. On the stage-flour there will be 
as many dressing-rooins as possible, in order, 
as Mr. Haverly says, to avoid any squabbling 
amoug members of compahies. As to ven- 
tilation and line of sight there will be the 
gteatest attention paid. The retiring rooms 
will be commodious, and luxuriously fur- 
nished. Between the entrance and the seats 
on the main fluor there will be a grand foyer, 
from the auditorium by a giass 
tion. Between the acts people can ad- 
urn to the foyer. and, as in the 
theatres, a bell will notify them 
afew minutes before the rising of the cur- 
tain, giving the people sufficient time to re- 
gain their seats. Over the stage an auto- 
matic clock will be placed. Tiis is meant to 
the anxiety of those among the au- 
dience who desire to catch cars or trains and 
obviate a great deal of the annoyance that 
anxiety often causes the other spectators. 
‘The dra of the theatre will be rich but 
not foolishiy extravagant, the frescoing will 
in the hands of the best artists pro- 
——— and the general management of the 
house in contrast tw that of the present 
oemtre, will undergo a radical change. 
upon the new building will be com- 
menced at once. Mr. Haverly will remain 
here until he sees the workiwnen fairly in ac- 
tion, and then he will return’to New York. 
After transacting a little business there, he 
will return to this city and wive his theatre 
his personal attention. It will be opened on 
Monday, the 29.h gay of August, in all prob- 
abilicy by Lester Wallack and his entire com- 
pany. Playing for two weeks, they will be 
succeeded by Robson and Crane, and theu 
John McCuliough will begin an engagement 
of three weeks. These attractions ought to 
open the house with a “* boom.” 


THE TRAGEDIAN AT IIAVERLY’S. 
Mr. W. E. Sieridan’s reputation, won in a 
ew parts, has mainly been obtalned in a few 
/ rn cities. During his theatrical career 
he has generally been associated with a 
stuck company, and consequently is but little 
known to the majority of playgoers. He 
was announced to appear in this city in such 
@ Way asthe managewent might have an- 
nounced Edwin Booth, Bernhardt, or some- 
body with an international reputation, and 
the result was that many people did not 
even known when he was coming or who he 
was. He has played to audiences meagre 
enough in size to dampen the enthusiasm or 
ambition of any actor. While we assuredly 
»net think Mr. Sheridan is entitled to a 
upon the very lofty pedestal his very 
enthusiastic Philadelphia criti¢s would like 
fo hoist hin, we certainly think he 
deserved a little better patronage 
than he has received here. His list

isfying. He is as hard as a hickory stick and 
as euid as a cake of ice. We admit that Mr. 
Sheridan has a good figure. It: cannot 
be called imposing, but in the roles 
he plays it fills the eye. He is not 
always graceful in his movements 
nor in his gestures. His face has 
neither the massiveness of MeCullough’s nor 
the mobility of Keene’s, and he is entirely 
destitute of the magnetism possessed by 
either of those actors. Sheridan’s voice is 
powerful, although not what may be called 
musical, in the lower notes, and the upper 
register is thin, shrill, and disagreeable, while 
in its entire compass there is none of those 
sympathetic qualities which always find a 
responsive echo in the hearts of an audience. 
In his acting there is an artificial, self-con- 
scious effort about the whole thing which 
raises a barrier between the footliguis and 


the auditorium thatis never broken down. 


He keeps a trusty hand upon the current of 
his emotions and the people knowit. This 
was painfully apparent in lis assumption oT 
the part of Ruphael. “His Louis AL. was 
undoubtedly the best thing he did, and 
Vet in two of the very scenes in 
which the greatest exponents of the part 
exeelled, and by which they carried the 
givomy play, Sheridan was comparatively 
tavie and ineffective. We mean the tearing 
of the letter and the death scenes, Which 
Charles Kean used to make so prominent. 
Sheridan’s simulation of Ue querulous, lin- 
patient spirit, and che manner in which he 
seizes the hauniing fear of death are very 
fine: but these are presented, unrelieved by 
we ferucious flashes of the wolf-iike nature 
of Louis, and thus the assumption becomes a 
trifle monoionous. His ideaot Shylock 1s 
that of a grave, quiet, dignified, firm, judicial- 
looking Jew, lacking in the strongly-marked 
eharacteristics of Shakspeare’s character. 
Sheridan does not appreciate the varping 
moods of old Shylock, or if he does he latks 
the subtiety to portray them. In the trial- 
scene there.is scarcely a trace of the humility 
native to the Jew of that day when 
he stood ameuvg a group of Christians. 
lie addresses the Duke inatoue and witha 
manuer that might aliwost be appropriate to 
Ochello as he stands betore the Senate telling 
his story, and this dignified austerity is 
maintained, althowgh of course modified, 
until he makes hisexit. Sheridan's Rapluiel 
was deticient in feeling. His Sir Geles ike 
his Louis is a part more in. keeping with his 
temperament than any of the other rOies, and 
he rendered it moderately well—that was all. 
When Keene recently in this city repro- 
duced **A New Way to Pay Old Debts,” we 
recorded our belief that there was not a 
dollar in the play.evea if he rendered 
the granit-hearted Sir Giles with the 
vigor and effect of E. L. Davenport. 
The play is out of date, and Mr. Sueri- 
dan cannot make its dullness interesting. 
Mr. Sheridan has been supported by the 
company recently engaged by Mr. MeCul- 
lough. With the exception of Messrs. Jolin 
A. Lane. Edmund Collier, Henry A. Laneg- 
don, and Miss Mittens Willett all seemed to 
be. imbued with the idea that the meagre 
audiences were not worth tneir attenuon. 
They slighted their parts persistently. 


BARTLEY CAMPBELL. 

The willowy and active figure of Bartley 
Campbell has been shooting around the fa- 
niiliar haunts during the past few days. We 
haven’t been able to get near enough him to 
listen to his mellifluous voice, but, rapidly 
disappearing around the corner, we have 
seen a form and a hickory club which assure 
us of the presence of the distinguished 
dramatist. However, he is reported to have 
said that this was the most profitable 
season he has ever had; that his * Galley 
Slave” is doing well, both in Australia and 
in England. In the latter country the piece 
has been played in the provinces by Wilson 
Barrett, nanager of the Court Theatre, Lon- 
don. After the engagement of Modjeska at 
that house bas been finished the play will be 
produced there, with probably Miss Heath 
in the r6le of Francesca. Mr. Campbell 
thinks of establishing an agency in London, 
He contemplates having three companies 
next season,—two playing “The Gailey 
Slave’”’ and one engaged in giving ** My Ger- 
aidine.” Of course he is busy on two new 
plays.

NEW YORK GOSSIP. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, April 21.—Instead of the 
overshadowing gloom-and frosty atmosphere 
which promised to close the Lenten season, 
bright sunshine and balmy breezes ushered 
in the morn which above all others the Chris- 
tian calendar sets apart for sorrow and 
humiliation. Under these genial influences, 
all the world of New York was astir at an 
early hour on Good-Friday,—many to ad- 
mire the wonderful display of spring-styles 
that hitherto have been overshadowed by the 


demands of winter, and many to perform 


their devotions in the churches in com- 
memoration of the day when Christ died on 
the cross of Caivary. The Protestant Epis- 


.eopal and Catholic churches were crowded: 


and, on reaching Trinity, although it was 
not 100’clock, 1 found it iinpossible to ob- 
tain standing room. Consoling myself with 
the reflecuoop that cruel memories were 
looming up within those stately walls, and 
that the sun was shining brightly without, 
I concluded to visit Central Park, and inhale 
the first-breath of Spring, that had at length 
escaped its icy bonds. All here was solitude 


and beauty, and a silence almosi onpressive 


charms are entirely abandoned. 
y el 


contrasted singularly with the turmoil of the 
great city. 


After walking a long distance under the 


_ immense arcade formed by the interlacing 


of overhanging tendrils and branches out- 
side of the park, I entered the gate where 
the bronze statue of Morse stands, as it were 
the guardian of the place. From this, di- 
verging paths lead in various directions; 
and, following one of these, I at length ar- 
rived at a rural summer-house perched on a 
rock, well suited for a hermitage, at this sea- 
son at least, for a more isuolated spot can 
scarcely be imagined,—not a living soul hav- 
ing crossed my pathway since my entrance 
to the park. Retracing my footsteps, I pro- 
ceeded in an opposit direction, towards the 
obelisk, whose surroundings are in a very 
unfinished condition, and most unsightly. 
There, a few visitors who were gazing, at the 
monolith at a distance which rendered the 
hierugiyphics imperceptible to the view, in- 
formed me that pedestrians were not allowed 
te approach it nearer, although carriages 
could not be prohibited from following the 
road that wound around its base. This arbi- 
trary rule appeared so meaningless and un- 
just that ideas of a misunderstand ng arose 
in my mind, and I concluded to venture a 
little in advance; but was immediately hailed 
by a police-olficer, who seemed to emerge 
Irom the basement of the Metropolitan 
Museum, with command to proceed no 
farther. Subsequent Information § proved 
that the guardians of this treasure ap- 
prebended that it might be carried awa 
plecemeal, Which did not lessen the absurd- 
ity or arule whose severity is only equaled 
by its want of courtesy. Obtaining a car- 
riage, I again visited the park, and examined 
Cleopatra’s Needle in all its details, as there 
isno law that can prevent vehicles baltwng 
on the thoroughfare in front of it, nor pre- 
vent travelers descending where they please 
ona public road. The trouble to which 1 
had been subjected in order to obtain a sat 
isfactory view was fully repaid by a close in- 
spection, which tailed to discover, however 
that the slightest portion of the stone ha 
been chipped off by arcneological thieves. 
All the indentures have been made by the 
hand of Time, waich has also nearly re- 
inuved the hieruglyphics from two sides, and 
made great cavities between the column and 
the base, which are filled with the brass lov- 
sters designed by Napoleon. AS we con- 
template this stupendous monument of 
ancient Egypt, the mind naturally reverts to 
the period when it stood near the gate of the 
Temple of the Sun, when that luminary was 
worshiped as a god. But few are aware 
that some of the ceremonials of Christianity 
are borrowed from Egyptian mythology, or 
that numerous hieroglyphical inscriptions 
bear a striking resemblauce to the idea given 
in Scripture of a Supreme Being. Above 
all the gross aud fabulous wor- 
ship which covered Evypt with 
nagnificent temples, whose splendor exciies 
our admiration and astonishment, the ex- 
istence of one Infinit Mind Is recognized, 
which presided over the Sun and all other 
gods, both spiritual and material. The idea 
of this creating power of Nature is thus in- 
terpreted by Champollion from hieroglyphics 
on one of the temples of Thebes: ‘1 am all 
that has been, ali chat is. and ali that will be, 
No wortal has ever rajsed the veil wihtich con- 
ceals me; and the fruit | have produced is 
the Sun.” In the researches of Paganism 
by De Sacy we also find che following hiero- 
giyphical inscription, copied from one of the 
temples, Which is quite in accordrnce with 
the description of Deity in Seripture: “All 
which has been, all which is, and all which 
will be are in Vishnoo. He illuminates 
every ne. and the Sun Uluminates the 
worla, 

But, as Lam writing from New York rather 
than from Egypt, I will return to Broadway, 
with its life, and_bustle, and gorgeous dis- 
plays, prominent among which are those for 
the Easter holidays. All the characteristic 
divices that ingenuity can devise are here 
seen, from the primitive dyed egg to gold- 
mounted arrangements to suit the extrava- 
gant notions of the day. The idea that 
the feathered tribe have some _  con- 
nection with Easter is fully developed 
iis season; and not only = chickens, 
but ducks, geese, and owls, are seen in pro- 
fusion, decked off in every conceivable styie. 
At one establishment the owl is the patron 
of the occasion, andis sumptuously arranged 
inacradle, apparently sleeping, while nu- 
merous other birds are keeping watch around 
the ugly animal, whose beauty is not en- 
hanced by the lace cap with which it is 
adorned. Jewel-boxes are shaped like eggs 
or bird-houses: and soine of these are of 
great value, indicatuw that Easter presents 
are assuming the extravagance of those of 
Christmas: which is to be regretted, as the 
simple and innocent practices of breaking 
Easter eggs will soon be forgotten in sense- 
less and extravagant display. 

As we look on litue chiekens with golden 
feathers and diamond eyes, lying in satin- 
lined nests, the question natutally arises re- 
garding the conuecaon of these with the an- 
niversary of the Resurrection, and again we 
are obliged to return to the Egyptian divin- 
ities for a solution of this enigma. ‘The doc- 
trine of those ages taught that-Helt, and 
darkness, and contention created ail things. 
Mind and matter coexisted from all eternity; 
but the world was an immense egg of matter, 
subsequently bhatehed by the fiery nature of 
spirit. The strife between the spirits of light 
and darkness forsupremacy at length created 
the world, in which day and night are 
alternately victorious, Dut finally light will 
conquer and ight disappeat forever. 
Egyptian mythology regarded an egg as 
typical of the birth of the world; and, 
singular as it may appear, Christianity ig- 
norantly adheres to a custoin established in 
remote antiquity to celebrate the anniversary 
of this oirth.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN. 


Some Interesting KReminiscences of His 
Legisiative Career by the Hon. A. J. 
Galloway. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
CoicaGco, April .—In glancing over the 
various headings of the articles in Turn Trib- 

UNE of Saturday, my eye caught the name 

of Lincoln,—a name I never see or hear 


article proved to be Pickett’s reminiscences, 


history of several personal interviews held 
with him at different times and places. 
Judge of my surpise, upon reading the 
first paragraph, to find that an old journalist 
and intimate friend of Mr. Lincoln should 
have so completely forgotten his dates, and 
so imperfectly remembered his facts. In 
1840, Mr. Lincoln and Gen. John J. Hardin 
were both members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in the General Assembly of the 
State of Lllinois, neither of them hav- 
ing been candidates for a Congress- 
ional nomination that vear. Nor were 
Saugamon and Morgan Counties § in 
the middle district, but both then 
belonged to the Northern District,—a district 
which now contains nearly or quite three- 
quarters of the total population of the State. 
Ex-Gov. John Reynolds, “the old ranger,” 
then represented the Southwestern or Bell- 
ville District, and the Rev. and Hon. Zadok 
Casey the Southeastern or Wabash District 


defeated Stephen A. Duuglas, of Jackson- 
ville, for Congress in 1838, was, 1 think, re- 
elected in August, 1540. 

The writer, having spent the entire win- 
ter at Springfield from the beginning of the 
called session in November until the close of 
the reguiar session in March, 1841, cannot 
forget either the personnel or the acts of 
that remarkable LegisJature. My friend, ex- 
Congressman Snyder, of St. Clair, was the 
leader of his party in the Senate; strongly 
supported by Gatewood, of Gailatin, Hacker 
of Union, Richardson, of Adams, and “old 
Peter Warren,” of Shelby,—the last a man 
almost destitute of education, but possessed 
of good common sense and great energy—a 
true specimen of the “rough diamond.” 
Baker, of Sangamon, and Littie, of HManeock. 
were the leaders of the minority ‘4n 
the Senate, both fluent speakers, and 
the latter a very superior man, who' was afit- 
erwards killed by a runaway team in his ear-. 
riage, aiter saving his children by lifting 
them out before the team had acquired a 
fatal speed. 

The House contained a very large number 
of able nvn, among whom were Lincoln, 
Edwards, and Calhoun of Sangamon, Hardin 
and Thomas of Morgan, Peck of Cook, Mur- 
phy of Lake, Henderson of Stark (father of 
the present Congressman of that name), 
Cyrus Edwards, and “Jo” Gillespie of Madi- 
son, Trumbull of Sct Clair, Bissell of Mon- 
roe, Gridiey of MeLean, Archer of Clarke. 
Gen. W. L. D. Ewing of Fayette, Webb of 
White, McClernand of Gallatin, Dougerty of 
Union, Ross of Fulton, and Kitchell of 
Montgomery. 

tlow well | remember the familiar ways 
and slight form of Stephen A. Douglas at 
that time, when he sat down tpon my knee 
to talk about the delegation from the coun- 
ties upon the Wabash, and how they felt in 
regard to the contest between Judges Me- 
Roberts and Breese for the United States 
Senate. He was appointed Secretary of State 
early in the session, and elected by joint bal- 
lot to the Supreme Bench near its close, 
after the passage of the bill reorganizing the 
Supreme Court by increasing the number of 
Judges from four to nine and assigning to 
each the duties of a Circuit Judge. ‘lhe law 
creating Circuit Courts beung repealed by the 
same aci, the Circuit Judges were conse- 
quently repealed out of office. 

Dr. Logan, father of Gen. John A. Logan, 
represented Jackson County, a quiet gentie- 
man, but said to be a good exemplitication of 
the phrase, suavitur in modo, fortitur in re. 

Hardin was the most frequent talker in the 
House, but less polished than Cyrus Ed- 
wards or Ebenezer Peck, both of whom were 
ee rs. Butno man in either branch 
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then was, and somewhat 

to the political party to 
which he ged, I never can forget his 
genial and kindly greetings whenever we 
met during that long session and protracted 
struggle over the Apportionment bills and 
the hotly-contested Supreme Court bill. 
‘These pleasant relations continued and grew 
stronger through the Several subsequent 
winters spent at the State Capital, until we 
became political as well as personal friends 
at the birth of the Republican party. 

Being deeply immersed in business pur- 
suits, and not desiring any office within the 
gift of the President, I never saw Mr. Lin- 
coin after he became President until [viewed 
his cold remains on their way to their final 
resting place, having met him for the last 
time alive at the Tremont House, in thiscity, 
between the time of his nomination and elec- 
tion to the Presidency. 

The local contest between Baker and Lin- 
coln occurred after the State was entitled to 
seven Representatives in Congress, and was 
decided by a smal! popular majority in favor 
of Baker, as stated by Mr. Pickett, when Mr. 
Lincoln at once acquiesced and permitted his 
name to head the delegate ticket elected 
from Sangamon County to the Congressional 
Convention at which Gen. Hardin was nom- 
inated. I think Baker succeeded Hardin, 
and served in Congress until the call for 
troops forthe war with Mexico; and if so, 
Mr. Lincoln was not elected until August, 
Is46, after both Hardin and Baker had raised 
regiments and gone to the field, 

Col. Hardin was killed in the battle of 
Buena Vista, but Col. Baker returned, bear- 
ing honorable sears, after having fought his 
way with Scott to the conquest of the Mexi- 
ean Capital. After his return be changed 
his residence from Springfield to Galena, and 
waspromptly elected from that district to Con- 
gress, defeating the late Lieut.-Gov. Joseph 
B. Wells, subsequently State Trustee of the 
lilineis & Michigan Canal. Col. Baker 
served but one term from the Galena district, 
and was succeeded by the Hon. E. B. Wash- 
burne, who continued to represent the dis- 
trict, of which Jo Daviess County consti- 
tuted a part, for some sixteen years. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Lincoln’s term. 
the llon. Stephen T. Logan, of Springfield, 
received the Whig nomination as his suc- 
cessor, but was beaten at the polls by Col. 
Harris, of Menard County, the Democratic 
candidate,—a brave officer of the Mexican 
War, an able lawyer and eloquent speaker,— 
who continued to represent the district in 
Congress until his death, which occurred 
during the memorable struggle between the 
Douglas Democracy and the Bourbon or Cal- 
houn wing of the dominant party. No truer 
patriot than Col. Harris ever breathed, and, 
though in the last stages of pulmonary con- 
sumption, he remained in his seat in the 
llouse, boldly confronting the cohorts of 
Secession almost until his, last expiring 
breath. 

The changes in the relative power of the 
counties in LUinois since 1840 have been very 
great. Then Sangamon County had two 
State Senators: and seven members of 
the House, while Cook, Will, and 
Lake Counties combined had but 
one Senator and three Representa- 
tives. Morgan and Green Counties had 
each two Senators: now neither of them con- 
stitutes a single Senatorial district, while 
Cook County alone is entitled to ten Senators 
and thirty Representatives, and Will County 
fully equals Sangamon in political power. 

IL think Mr. Pickett has inadvertently done 
the memory of the Hon. Norman B. Judd an 
injustice. If my recollection is correct, Mr. 
Judd was a member of the National Repub- 
lican Committee, and was largely influential 
in having Chicago chosen as the place of 
holding the Convention, for the express 
purpose of favoring Mr. Lincoln’s nomina- 
tion; and I know that, as a leading delegate 
from Lilinois in that Convention, he contrib- 
ery very effective work in Mr. Lincoln’s be- 

ialf, 

lam not sure but that I have rambled, 
without documents to verify dates, until lL 
may have subjected .nyself to the same criti- 
cism herein visited upon Mr. Pickett: and, if 
so, I shall most cheerfully accept the situa- 
tion, as my reviewer will doubtless contribute 
something more worthy of rememberance 
than anything 1 have written. _

CARLYLE’'S WILL. 


The Manner in Which the Great Icon- 
oclast Disposed of His Property. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Gazette. 

New York, April 20.—-The will of Thomas 
Carlyle, which, like his grant to the Uni- 
versity of Edinburg, is a holograph, has 
been published in full in London. It bears 
date Feb. 6, 1875, is a long document, and 
full of the quaint personality of the testator. 
Some important changes in its bequests, 
made by the death of the legatees or execu- 
tors, are made in a codicil dated Nov. 8, 
i878. The will was probated April 
the personalty being sworn under £55,000, 
The executors, as they now stand, 
are his brother, Dr. John Aitken Carlyle, 
James Anthony Froude, and Sir James Fitz- 
james Stephen. ‘To his “ Dear and ever help- 
ful brother, John A. Carlyle,” he gives the 
leasehold messuage in Great Cheyne Row, 
where he resides, subject to the rents and 


pba vn, the immortal Lincoln. Young 
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ne expresses confidence in Mr. Froude’s 
practical qualities in 


regard to his other lit- 
erary remains. 


Much of his manuscript he thinks should 
have been burned, His copyrights and all 
of his estate not consisting of money or 
estates he leaves in trust to be converted 
into money and invested in securities, and 
the residue of his personal estate is to be di- 
vided into five parts among relatives abso- 
lutely, and the income from his estate prevl- 
ous to such conversion is to be applied in the 
same way. His attendants and old family 
servants are liberally remembered.

A Snake Attacksa Horse.

A terrible runaway ofa horse attached to a 
spring wagon, driven by a man named James 
Coons, occurred on the turnpike near Mine Hill 
Gap yesterday.

Which Are Made with Astonishing 
Repidity and Perfection. 

The Day of Old-Time Photographs 
Drawing to a Close. 


How Linographs Are Executed With- 
out the Assistance of the Sun. 


The Electric Light Applied to Negatives in 
a Totally-Dark Room. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

‘ew York, Avril 21.—This is an age of 
progress, and iteannot be denied, It is an 
age of marvelous Inventions, and that cannot 
pegainsaid. Ltisan age of surprises, and 
this must be coneeded. The only question is as 
to what will be left to be brought fo light by 
those who come atler us; how far they can 
jmprove upon what the genius of this century 
has developed, and to what degree the labor- 
saving machinery or the scientific applianees 
ean be further utilized or made subservient 
to mankind. 

j had the good fortune to-day to witness 
the practical operation of a recent invention 
that would havé paralyzed old Daguerre had 
he been alive, and caused the introducer of 
modern photographs to have hid his head in 
shame to have seen how great astride had 
been made in the application of the principle 
ef picture-meking. By it photography is no 
jonger dependent on fickle sunshine, and the 
picture of the iuture will be producéd ina 
dark room and finished, as the artist now 
perfects lis negative, in an apartment 
fuoded with subdued light filtered through 
yellow shades. Heretofore photography has 
been dependent to a great degree on the 
conditions: that is, the 
successful muitiplication of pictures has 
jJargely hinged upon the quantity of sunlight 
that could be brought to bear upon the print- 
ing cases in which the ‘negatives or the 


albumen or sensitized paper was exposed; | 


and the public know too well how aggravat- 
ing have been gelays, when pictures were 
wanted ina hurry, because of the photog- 
rapher’s invariable answer that they could 
not be printed unless he had good sunlight 
for the purpose. ‘There’s 
NO LONGER ANY NEED OF OLD SOL 

in making pictures of this description. The 
fiery old fellow’s occupation is gone, and he 
ean hereafter hide his face asmuch as he 
pleases, and photographs will be turned out 
better than. he could make them, and no 
thanks tO him either. 

The new element which is entering into 
this work, and which will in time, as its vir- 
tues and superior merits become ktrown, su- 
persede the old methods entirely, is electric- 
ity. It seemed almost incomprehensible a 
few years ago that electricity would at this 
early day, or ever, perhaps, for that matter, 
be applied to house-ligiting, and yet we have 
it all about us, and the matter is but in its in- 
fancy. He who prophesied such use of the 
marvelous element was scouted as worse 
than visionary, and had anyone ten years 
ago promnised photographs by electricity, he 
would have been deemed a fit subject for an 
asylum. Yet 1 saw some handsome pictures 
made by this process to-day, and while won- 
dering at the singular strangeness of the fact, 
was charmed by the simplicity of the inven- 
tion, It is all 

DONE BY THE ELECTRIC LIGHT, 
and pictures can be made from the size of 
the old time carte de visite, to—well there 
never has been any sutface large enough to 
exemplify the limitation of the system. And 
what is of most vital importance the photo- 
graphs thus produced are superior to any- 

*eretofore known, and are devoid of 
every element that has in time past tendetl 
to deterioration of those in the old process, 

The taking of photographs by electricity— 
or I might more correctly say the printing of 
photographic pictures by this process—is an 
entirely new thing in.America. There is 
puly one thing to be urged against it—and 
thatis simply national prejudice—which is 
that it came from the other side of the water. 
it was invented by a German, and for 
some months past has been in practical op- 
eration in Vienna, where the scientific world 
was at first startled by the invention and has 
now given it the highest indorsement. In 
Paris and in Belgium the system has just 
seen introduced, and a couple of wide-awake 
bermans have landed on our shores fully 
equipped with material, appliances, experi- 
ence, and scientific knowledge for the pur- 
pose of showing the irrepressible and pro- 
rressive Yankee what good can come out of 

sutschliand. 

I happened to come across one of thema few 
fays ago, and he told me what he was doing, 
and supplemented his statements with a cor- 
dial invitation to come over and see for my- 
self, “for,” said he, * the ‘proof of the pud- 
ding is in the eating,’ and the verification of 
tlectric phetography is in beholding the 
wonderful invention.”

The picture we have witnessed printed and 
brought in by one of the operatives is that of 
& handsome lady attired in ar elaborate tuilet 
Of silk, over which is a rich overdress of fine 
lace, itis life size. At first we are at loss 
to discover anything in the immense linen 
sheet except 
HERE AND THERE A FEW DARK PATCHES, 
buat a3 We look through it, with the yellow 
light irem the oppusit side, we see the faint 
outlines of a female figure. The bath had 
already been prepared,—an immense iron 
pan about five inches deep and with the bot- 
tom covered with porcelain. Ina it was 
placed a concentrated solutionof warm pyro- 
eallic acid. Thetlinen was then quickly and 
evenly drawn into this and the sefution 
Washed over it by tilting and depressing the 
pan. lua few moments the picture became 
distinct. The washing, or more properly 
drenching, was continued for perhaps five 
minutes, the picture being brought out most 
vividly, until finally the texture of the lace 
stood out as distinctly as the real article, and 
every feature and every light and shade as 
perfectiy developed as though the sub- 
ject stood before us. The depth of 
tone “was simply wonderful, and this. 
remember, was a life-size picture, and full 
length. Having sufficiently developed the 
picture, the cloth was removed from the bath 
of pyrogallic acid. and thrown into a tub, 
partly filled with filtered water, where 

IT WAS WASHED AND WRUNG 
several times until every trace of chemical 
Was vresumed “te be removed. It was then 
piaced ina bath of hypo-sulphate of soda, 
where the Aolor, or chemical development, 
Was tray xed It was then wrung and 
placed if a bath of hot water to remove all 
traces of hypo, which, as all photographers 
know, causes the deterioration of a picture, 
and which can never be removed from a 
paper picture, 

One more bath and the process of manu- 
facture is completed. This is a bath of 
chloride of gold in water. This fixes the 
tone and intensifies iH, besides bringing out 
the rich purple tone which remains in the 
picture. Another washing and wringing 
amd the picture is hung out to dry, being 
stretched for this purpose. 

WHEN DRY THE CLOTH IS SIZED 

| with an oily preparation which fills the in- 

terstices and prevents decomposition of the 
fiber. It gives a smooth surface by destroy- 
ing the appearance of cloth. The picture is 
then given over to an artist who touches it 
up with ojl, either using colors or making a 
plain photograph, as the subject may de- 
sire. No crayon work ever had such rich- 
ness Of tone as is shown in the linographs 
finished. Besides linen or muslin, the 
pictures are also made on artist’s canvas, to 
be worked ont with brush on the easel of the 
portrait painter. 

Regarding the durability of these pictures 
it needs only to be stated that there is no 
chioride of silver in them, asin photograplis, 
—vonly oxide of silver is used, the same as in 
making negatives, and the latter are known 
to be permanent against the action of light 
and never fade or turn yellow. ‘TThev are 
never mounted on card-board, which always 
contains more or less traces of sulphur and 
chloride, 

But linographs ot persons are not the only 
ones to be made. The practical application 
of thisartis unlimited. Houses, landscape, 
works of art, paintings, ete., can all be re- 
produced with marvelous fidelity. 

WHAT EDISON SAYS, 

**T explained the process to Mr. Edison the 
other day,” said Mr. Linde, “ and he took it 
all in in a word, almost. He was familiar, of 
course, with the principle involved, and de- 
clared that it was grand. He is coming over 
here to see it in operation just as soon as he 
can get a moment’s relaxation from the cares 
which are just now besetting. him in connec; 
tion with the introduction of the electric 
light in New York.” 

The reader must not confound the de- 
scription given above with the taking of pict- 
ures by the electric ligat, which has been 
tried here. In the casein hand the pictures 
are printed from the negatives by this light, 
the negatives being made in the customary 
manner, as set forth. It is certainly one of 
the wonderful inventions of the day.

AN OIL TOWN'S FATE. 


A Tale of the Wild Days of Petroleum 
Speculation—The Sudden Bise and 
Equaily Sudden Fall of Summit City. 

Summit City (Pa.) Correspondence Niw York Tribune 
A visit to this once crowded and prosperous 

place shows that it has suffered the fate that 

has overthrown many oil towns, and threat- 
ens, soon or late, to rest upon them all. 

This spot, in the summer of 1876, was a fer- 

tile farm, on which the grain was just ripen- 

ing. A “wildecat”’’ oil well was sunk, and 
the venture proved to be a guodone. ‘lhe 

‘fences which inclosed the farms were thrown 

down and derricks erected on every side, 

many of them in wheat fields that were al- 
most ready forthe reaper. Ina few weeks 
more the yellow grain would have been gath- 
ered into the barns, but now iv was trampled 
beneath busy feet and ground down into the 
earth beneath the wheels of heavily laden 
wagons that sunk far into the mellow soil. 
The farmer had leased the land for twenty- 
one years for one-sixteenth ofall the oil that 
should be produced. But he still had to pay 
the taxes, and the difference between the 
taxes ona farm valued at $2,000 and one 
valued at $100,000amounted to about as much 
as iis one-sixteenth royalty, while his land 
was rendered utterly useless for farming. 
The word went forth that a new oil territory 


| had been discovered, and therush from other 
oil towns and all parts of the oil region where 
the production had commenced to decline 
was general. Inone short year from the 
striking of the first well, there had arisen in 
this country township, that had scarcely ever 
before witnessed a gathering of over one 
hundred persons, a bustling, busy, crowded, 
wicked city of twelve thousand inhabitants. 
It was in this first year that parties who in- 
vested made money, but mostof those in- 
vested in real estate after the summer-of 1877 
were losers. 

Durwg the first excitement, a young man 
came to the place with but $25; but he wore 
good clothes, had a good education, and 
plenty of **cheek.” After surveying the sit- 
uation for a day or two he concluded to spec- 
uiate, and finding a farmer who had not yet 
leased or sold his land, be represented hiw- 
self asan agent for a wealthy company, with 
instructions to buy uplahd. The farmer was 
rather reluctant about selling, but finally 
terms were agreed upon and the papers were 
drawti up and signed. Twenty dollars were 
paid down to bind the bargain; $5,000 were 
to be paid in thirty days; and 55,000 more tn 
six months, He had but 35 tw «aneet an ob- 
ligauen of $10,000, but, not desparing, he 
quietly awaited the comple ion of a well that 
was being drilled near his new purchase, 
The well was finished in five davs after the 
sale and proved to bea good one. He was 
offered $20,000 for the farm ; but 510,000 clear 
gain in five days did not tempt him to sell, 
for another well was being drilled on an ad- 
joing farm, and, should it prove to be a big 
producer, his land would be very valuable. 
On the other hand, should it bea “duster,” 
he could not even get as much for the farm 
as he bad agreed to pay for it. Scull he did 
not sell, and the time passed rapidiy away. 
Ouly a few days remained before he would 
have to pay 35.000, or the sale would be can- 
celed, Twenty-cight days had passed and 
the well was not down yet, although they 
expected to reach the oil rock every hour. 
On the night of the twenty-ninth day he sat 
up in the derrick with the drillers, for they 
knew they were within a few feet of sand. 
Midnight came, and the hands were relieved 
by another force. His last day had come, 
and was wearing away, gid he knew that the 
furmer would not wait one minute longer 
than the law required him, for he had sev- 
eral times been offered a larger amount for 
the land. At? o’clock the sand was reac bed, 
and the well proved to be the largest pro 
ducer yet struck in the new field. The news 
of the new well rapidly spread and by noon the 
next day a number of wealthy oil men were 
on the ground anxious to secure adjacent 
territory. That day the young man sold his 
farm of 110 acres for $1,000 per acre, Clearing 
in thirty days $100,000, with a capital of only 
25 to start on.

In this month, John H. Lee and 
the Hon. W. Crawford, of Franklin, 
struck the “Big Injun” well, which 
produced over 4,000 barrels of oil in the first 
twenty-four hours, the larwest quantity of oil 
ever got outof any one wellin that length 
of tine. This famous * gusher” now pumps 
about eight barrels daily, whichisa good 
indication of the decline of the place itself. 
Immediately after the striking of the * Big 
Injun,”’ most extravagant prices were paid 
for land. Lots just large enough to placea 
well on, 100x50 feet, were marked off and 
sol as high as $4,000 apiece. The same land 
had been bought butafew months before 
for $30 per acre. The production of the Bull- 
ion field atone time reached nearly 250,000 
barrels permouth. It is now alittle over 29,- 
000 barrels per month. The siteof all this 
former greatness Sen an appearance of 
utter desolation. Where a few years ago 
stood business edifices,nothing remains buta 
multitude of cellars and piles of rubbish, 
showing the haste with which thelr owners 
had “pulled up stakes ’ and left for other 
places, most ot them for Bradford, the Mecca

ESQUIMAUX WOMEN. 

Among Esquimaux women, punishment 
for wrong-doing (says a recent writer) is al- 
most unheard of, and, as for striking a male 
child, all would recoil from such a thought 
with horror. The male child, and especially 
the heir, is a Prince in his own familyaircle. 
Everything is deferred to his wishes, unless 
hecan be persuaded ts surrender it. With 
female children it is dilferent. They must 
submit to every act of tyranny on the part of 
their brothers at once, or feel the weight of 
a parent’s hand. Nothing would seem more 
abhorreut to an Esquimaux mind than the 
thought of striking a man ora boy, but to 
strike a woman or gir! is, on the contrary, 
quite proper, and, indeed, laudable. They 
say itis a proper to whip women, “it makes 
them good.”” Ihave often talked with them 
about it and tried to explain that it was re- 
garded by white people as cowardly to strike 
a defenseless creature, but this was utterly 
beyond their comprehension. They could 
understand that it would be wrong to strike 
a male, but a female—that was an entirely 
different thing. The Esquimaux are poly- 
gamists, no restriction whatever being 
placed upon the number of wives a man 
shall have. 1 have never, however, known 
of any instance of one having more than two 
ata time, This is very common, however, 
especially among the Iwilliks and Kinne- 
patoos, where there isasurpius of women. 
At least half of their married men have two 
wives. Every woman is married as soon as 
she arrives at a marriageable age, and when- 
ever a man dies his wile is taken by some 
one else, so that with them old maids and 
widows are unknown. Instances of polygamy 
are not so common among the Netchillik na- 
tion, for the reason, it is said, that they bave 
custom that prevents the accumulation of 
women. Their neighbors say that they kill 
their female babes as soon as born. The first 
is usually allowed to live, and one other may 
stand some chance, but that ends the matter. 
Equeesik, one of our hunters on the sledge 
journey, who is himself a Netchillik, denies 
this charge of female Herodisin. He told 
me that it used to be the custom with his 
people, or some of them, at any rate, but that 
they do not do so any more. I know he has 
two daughters, one of whom was born within 
a few days’ march of Depot Island, on our 
return trip, and has no son,

THOMAS CARLYLE. 


Translated by T. O. Russell from the French of G. 
Tassevt in the Revue des Deux Mondes of March, 
PART L 
On the 6th of February, 1881, there died at 
Chelsea, in the suburbs of London, an En- 
glish, or rather a Scotch, writer who had en- 
tered his 86th year. His task had been long 
completed. Some men of genius possess the 
gift of immortal youth, the precious faculty 
of metamorphosis, and of unexpected devel- 
opment; experience makes them wise; they 
ripen without becoming old, and thus as it 
were change their lives many times. Thomas 
Carlyle exhibited his full powers in his first 
books, and since then he has scarcely 
added to the stock of ideas which he 
acquired in his youth. Itmay besaid that he 
outlived his genius, and that nothing would 
be deducted from his fame if the writing of 
his later years were entirely suppressed. 
Still his death has created a sensation in 
England; his splendid services are reimem- 
bered, as are also the influence of his charac- 
ter and the purity of his life. 
lamented as if in the beginning of bis career. 
But latterly that once eloquent tongue spoke 
only to repeat itself; and it generally hap- 
pens that in repeating a thoughtit is either 
strained or spoiled; yet it is right that the 
people should honor the man who has hon- 
ored them, and in consideration of past serv- 

ices to pardon the errors of old age. 

From 1835 to 1800 there was not a more re- 
markable literary man in England than Car- 
lyle; none possessed more influence or em- 
pire over men’s minds, He was at the same 
time a writer, a historian, and a thinker; as 
a writer he was admired and held sway; as a 
historian he was largely read; he was the 
centre of a literary circle, and his disciples 
regarded him as an oracle. Butif it be true 
that an author ought to_have as many differ- 
ent styles as he has subjects, Carlyle was 
certainly not a great writer. His style was 
always the same; it belonged sulely to him- 
self; it was simply Cariyle’s. He brought 
into every subject the same style and tone; 
even the same accent and oratorical gesture, 
for he gesticulated much. He was prodigal 
of exclamation and absurd figures of speech. 
No matter what he spoke about he mounted 
the rostrum; he ranted, and, with forehead 
enveloped in a cloud outof which shot light- 
nings,—full of the god that agitated him, he 
stamped and stormed like a sybil.. When 
ohne has read a good deal of Carlyle, it is a 
relief to read three or four pages of Vol- 
taire: the syLils are- frequently admirable, 
but they affect us too much and we svon tire 
of their gesticulating eloquence. 

Neither was Carlyle a great historian. One 
cannot study his * Cromwell,” his “ History 
of the French Revolution,” or his * Fred- 
erick the Great,” without gaining a great 
deal of profit; but that which constitutes 
the historian is the desire to understand all, 
and to be void of prejudice; but Carlyle 
cared less to understand than to laud what- 
ever he loved, and to paint in darkest hue 
whatever he disliked, He has not given the 
history of Cromwell, he has deified him; he 
has not explained the French Revolution, he 
has sung it on his lyre, and has introduced a 
brazen chord that emits diabolical sounds. 
When we get crazed with. this music, some- 
times heavenly and sometimes infernal, 
which flies to the head and atiacks the nerves, 
we experience a singular pleasure in reading 
afew chapters of ‘Thucydides; itisa salq- 
tary both that calms the senses and sets the 
mind at rest. Whatever may have 
been the vigor and liberality 
of his ideas, Carlyle was not 
a great thinker. He proclaimed zreat truths, 
but often made nonsense of them; in his 
reasoning and in his nonsense there was a 
lack of method. Among the English he 
was the first to discover the greatness of 
Germany in literature, and the discovery 
filled him with enthuciasm,--planges bin 
into long transports of joy. He imagined 
that protound and subilme thoughts were 
like eurrent coins in the eountry that had 
produced Schiller, Goethe, Fichte, and Hegel, 
and that one had only to stoop to gather 
them. On arriving ata village in epee tm 


’ Candid saw boys playing quoits, and notic 


with surprise that their quoits were topazes, 
rubies, and emeralds; he was still more sur- 
prised to learn that these emeraidsand rubies 


were used for paving the country roads, Car- 


lvie was as much astonished as Candid, and 
brought into England some of the precious 
stones which he had gathered in his peregri- 
nations through Germany. He set them and 
enshrined them beautifully, and they were 
creatly admired.. But if he borrowed from 
German philosophers some of their most se- 
duetive thoughts, some of their must subtie 
theories, he failed to learn from them that 
art of which they are masters, and which 
consists in tracing frow principles all their

If Carlyle cannot be classed amongst the 
fi 


that he had in him the materials for a great 

wet: and we have to aceuse Nature for 
saving gifted him with the most brilliant im- 
agination, and not having given him the 
faculty of rhyme or measuie. There are peo- 

le who put in verse what hardly merits be- 
ng putin prose, but Carlyle passed his life 
in saying in prose what should have been 
said in verse. He was born to write poems 
and odes; his histories are epic poems; his 
paceovenions dissertations are elegies or 
psalms. 

‘rhe abstractions about which hespeaks are 
to him real animated beings; they have 
faces, eyes, and mouths; they cry and they 
laugh; he speaks with them; he questions 
them; he apostrophises them; he blesses and 
cuges them. They are his heroes or his 
sweethearts, his Achilles or his Tancred, his 
Lisbia or his Clorinda: and in order to show 
them how far he considers them flesh and 
blood, he always takes care to write their 
names, with a big capital letter. Certain 
phrases are often repeated by him; he speaks 
everlastingly of the “heart of things,” and 
he appears to have ajl his life imagined that 
things had a “* heart,’’ which appears to us 
to be extremely difficult of proof. But be 
never tried to disbelieve it, although a Greek 

et has said that it js useless tospeak either 
ng or tenderly to things seeing that they 
don’t care, - 

Carlyle had not only the imagination of 
a poet, but he had also the temperament, the 
character, the dislocated nerves, the joys, 
the sorrows, the timidity, and the boldness of 
a poet. All who saw him were struck with the 
earnestness of his impressions, the energy 
and even violence ot his sentiments. His 
wrinkled, grim face with, its irreguiar feat- 
ures and deeply-turrowed lines betrayed by 
its changing expression the inquietude of his 
temperament. The light.that blazed in his 
eye told of an ardent soul to which nothing 
could be indifferent. As soon as one had 
got the better of his natural wildness, 
when one had gained his confidence, 
and as soon as he would consent to confide 
in one, he would break out into magnilticent 
bursts of eloquence; but he seldom argued: 
his word should be bhelleved; prophets are 
not supposed to be obliged to explain them- 
selves. ‘The admiration which he inspired 
was iningled with a sort of pity; one saw in 
him some hidden suffering spirit that was too 
proud to complain. it may be that he suf- 
fered on account of -having missed his path 
in life. A poet that has made no verses, a 
romancer that has written no romances, are 
very unfortunate people; they cannot get 
rid of the demon that devours them. It is 
like measles that won’t break out, or likea 
tooth that can’t cut the gum, and the results 
eee serivus disorders, quick pulse, chills and 

ever. 

Poets are people of sentiment; they judge 
of things with their hearts and nerves; they 
see everything in the light of their own loves 
or hates. Carlyle hag love and enthusiasm 
which became infatuation; he had also in- 
surmountable aversions. He had little ad- 
iiration for ordinary people; he despised 
second-class genius and second-class men; 
those who hadin their heads ouly the ideas 
picked up by chance; those who regulated 
their conduct by hear-say; those who sacri- 
ficed to cunt; those who allowed themselves 
to be governed by their vpinions without 
knowing where those opinions came from or 
what they were worth,—all such displeased 
him. He also haied mockery, jeering, laugh- 
ers, doubters: and skepticism he looked 
upon as spiritual paralysis.. He detested 
above allthe clever ones who know well 
what they desire and what they do, but who, 
in order to advance themselves, artfulty find 
out the doubts and opinions of others. He 
has said that the most unpleasing of human 
beings are those who are like a fox, witha 
pointed nose, pernicious, full of resources, 
subtlety, and grace, but “* whose knowledge 
cousists only in knowing where the geese 
are to be found, and in strangling them 
properly.” He wished to purge the 
earth of geese and foxes: but he is dead, and 
geese and foxes are stiil to be found, and will 
be to the end of the world. At whatever 
time of aay or night the end of the world 
comes, we way rest assured that the curtain 
will fall on a fox strangling a goose. 

Carlyle held also in aversion the votaries 
of Bentham,—all those who consider interest 
as the motive of all actions, general utility 
the best principle of government, and mental 
calculation the most noble exercise of the 
human mind. He also detested the philvus- 
ophers who look on the world as a ma- 
chine, who dare say that everything in it 
moved by weights and springs, who see 
everywhere levers, pullies, tackles, cords, 
and strimgs. He accused them of profan- 
ing the work of God, of committing a real 
intellectual crime, anoutrage on the Majesty 
of the universe. Perhaps it was because 
of his repugnanceto mechanics that he ais- 
liked constitutional governinent. It pus- 
sessed, he thought, too much wheel work 
artificially adjusted, and he hoped for noth- 
ing from it for the benefit of humanity. Le 
believed that the best constitution was a 
capable man whom it would not be per- 
mitted to gainsay, and who should be 
allowed todo what he chose: but he has 
not told us how we shall procure those 
capable men when we havn't them on hand. 
Besides, must it follow that genius is 
infallible, and that it never has any foolish 
and costly fantasies ? Distrust is the soul of 
parliamentary government; nations will al- 
ways do well to distrust one another a little, 
and to prefer a system of guarantee to a sys- 
tem of carte blanche. Besides, if Carlyle 
had only little respect for the House of Com- 
mons, one cannot see very clearly how he 
would propose to organize that ideal society 
of which he dreamed continually. It ap- 
pears clearly that he wished the literary men 
to govern it, but he has only explained him- 
self timidly on this subject by way of in- 
sinuation. He doubtless feared the explana- 
tion would shock his readers. If the most 
devoted and most devout of bis disciples had 
reason to believe that one day or another they 
would be in danger of being governed by 
him there would be a general stampede. In 
certain cases fear has wings. 

Carlyle hated charlatans, clever. people 
and the foxes of society; but was disposed 
to pardon all who were sincere in spirit. 
That was to him the first of virtues, and he 
always practiced it; it is it that caused his 
writings to live, and that beautified his mem- 
ory. Sincerity was not enough for him; he 
desired that candor should be joined with it. 
lie loved the stars because they could find 
their way in the immensity of space without 
appearing to have sought it; he loved roses 
because they blossomed without knowing) it 
or why; and amongst human beings he loved 
above all those who were simple and 
unconscious as the roses or stars; those 
who resemble a power of Nature; those 
who know not the secret of their destiny; 
who have instinct instead of calculation, and 
judgment by inspiration,—in a word, heroes 
and poets. Great deeds charmed him, as did 
also great works; but he preferred song to 
speech. Song he considered of divine ori- 
gin. “A musical thought can only be ex- 
pressed by him who has penetrated into the 
soul of things, who has grasped its familiar 
mystery, for in everything there is a secret 
melody,—a hidden harmony which is its 
soul. All profound thoughts are harmo- 
nious; there is music everywhere; song is 
one essence; the rest is only envelope and 
drapery.”’ 

If he thought song-more divine than 
speech, silence, especially when it was writ- 
ten with a capital letter, seemed still more 
divine to him than song, and if he were 
to make musicians he would think that 
the silent ones were the best. 
“Silence is the element in which all great 
designs are formed, where all great thoughts 
ripen that are destined to take possession of 
the world and govern it. Woto him who has 
nothing in him that cannot be uttered! 
Silence is atreasure, and of all riches the 
most precious in these noisy times.” He 
maintained that the taciturn, lovers of dark- 
ness and night, who are never mentioned in 
a morning newspaper, are the salt of the 
earth,—that a country where such do not ex- 
ist is like a forest in which the trees have no 
roots, it is all leaves and branches, and never 
will bea real forest. ‘“O Silence, UO grand 
emvire of Silence,” he says in another 
lace, “higher than the stars, deeper than 
the kingdom of the dead, thou alone art 
great, all the rest is little.’ Thus he ex- 
horted the English and the Scotch to culti- 
vate with care their great talent for slience, 
—lot to envy the lot of those people who 
love to mount the rostrum, to harangue, to 
display their gifts before the whole world, 
and who for want of knowing how to -

HOW THE REVISED TRANSLATION LOOKS IN 
PRINT—PARAGRAPUS INSTEAD OF VERSES. 
New York Mail. 

The following specimens of the revised 
edition of the New ‘estament are according 
to the new vrint, except that we omit the 
marginal notes. It will be seen that the book 
is printed just as one would print a discourse 
or a narrative ina newspaper.

REPRESENTATIVE OPINIONS BY THE REV. 
DR. H. C. POTTER AND THE REV. DR. W.

Chureh regrets the 

spirit in which the in- 
English Church to participate 
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that work, but declined with, to me, unac- 
countable and wunecalled-for acerbity, not- 
withstanding which certain of vur members 
were requested to share.in the work as indi- 
vidual persons and not as the representatives 
of any ecclesiastical body, and did so. Since 
then it seems to me that there have been 
doubts in many minds as to the wisdom of 
our Convention in refusing to have anything 
to do with the revision, but having taken one 
course it has been held to be dignified to 
stick to it.

labor of a thorough revision of the authorized 
version of tbe Old and New Testament of tne 
Holy Bible, with a view to the establishment of 
acorrect text of the same for e in public 
worship and otherwise, which revi®on, after 
great diligence and study therein bestowed, is 
now commonly reported to be drawing to an end 
in the publication of an edition of the Bible sv 
revised; and 

WHeERzAS, It is greatly to be desired both that 
whatever advantage may tbus accrue to @e 
Church of Engiand, should the revised text be 
found availabie for use, may be secured by the 
Church iu the United States of America, that 
the churches should not for any needless iengtb 
of time be at disparagement concerning the 
recognition of a standard English text; 

Resolved, That it is expedient that a joint com- 
mittee be appointed by this Convention to take 
cognizance of any publication that may be 
made under proper authorization of the revised 
text: that such committee consist of —— metn- 
bers, whose duty it shall be, within six months 
after the publicaton of such revised text, to re 
port whether the same ought to be accepted and 
adopted by this Church. 

“This reosolution was smothered. Even 
so late as last year resolutions were proposed 
and adopted which were not in harmony 
with the opinion of the most enlightened 
men of the day upon the matter. Of late, 
however, | am happy to say that there has 
been a turn-in the tide; the high character 
of the men engaged in the work and the 
knowledge that the revised version is an ac- 
complished fact which -must sooner or later 
be brought before the Convention have con- 
tributed to this change and made our former 
indifference as a Church widely regretted. 
I know that the new version is anxiously 
awaited and will receive careful considera- 
tion from all our leading men. No body of 
men could have done the work in a more 
conservative and reverential manner; con- 
servative, | mean, so far as conservatism is 
consistent with entire honesty. It may be 
that the new Bible will have to passthrough 
a period of probation,—its advantages will be 
tested,—but in the end | am confident from 
what lL know of it that it will make its wav. 
The opposition to it is not deep; thereis a 
good deal of bubbling, but it will not be for 
long. 

“As to the need of revision, I cannot see 
how any fair-minded person candeny it. As 
a clergyman | find constant cause lor com- 
plaint. ‘There are certain passages which I 
am obliged toread which | am convinced are 
founded upon no better authority than the 
annotation of some ignorant monk. For in- 
stance, on Trinity Sunday l am required to 
read from the First Epistie of John, v, 7, 3, 
‘For there are three that bear [record in 
heaven,—the Father, the Word, the Holy 
Ghost; and these three are one, and there are 
three that bear} witness in earth, the spirit 
and the water and the blood, and these three 
are one.’ ‘The wordsthat I have put between 
brackets are conceded to be interpolated. 
They are not found in any manu- 
script of an earlier date than 
the eleventh century, and are wanting in all 
the famous codices, the Codex Sinaiticus, 
Alexandrinus, ete. ‘Trinitarians are fond of 
adducing this text as one of the bulwarks of 
the doctrine, but, although a Trinitarian my- 
self, | cannot accept such support; 1 read 


the chapter to wry people as it stands, but I 
take good care Ww tell them, awkward though 
it is to have to do so, that the backbone of 
this important passage is spurious. lt may 
never be known how those words got there, 
but the probability is that some commentator 
added these words in the margin and the 
next copyist interpolated them, perhaps 
through ignorance, perhaps through a de- 
sire to make out a goud case for the Trinity. 

“Aside from such dishonest attempts to 
color certain passages, the mistakes of the 
English translators are a constant source of 
annoyance to enlightened readers and mys- 
tification to others. in Acts vii., 4, ‘Which 
also our fathers that came after, brought in 
with Jesus into the possession of the Gen- 
tiles, whom God drove out before the face of 
our fathers, unto the days of David.’ The 
‘Jesus’ inthis verse is evidently intended 
for Joshua. Again,in Hebrews iv... the 
same mistake cecurs; the verse should read, 
‘For if Joshua had given them rest,’ ete. 

* The instances in which the translators 
erred in translating are too many to 
count. Some people object to touch- 
ing even a comma of the Bible, upon 
the ground that change means deteriora- 
tion,—that in these degenerate days we can- 
not improve upon the work of three cen- 
turies ago. To such as these I know of no 
better argument than to givethem one of the 
early English versions ofthe bible, telling 
them that the present authorized version was 
by no means the first, and that they would do 
well to discard it and go back to the original. 
Here are some of the early English versions. 
Let us take one verse, say Luke ii., 8, etc., 
from Wiclif’s translation of 1380: 

*** And shepherdis weren in the same cuntre, 
wakynyge, and kepinge the watchis of the nygt 
on her tlok and lo the anugei of the lord sioud 
bisidis him: and the cleernesse of god schyned 
aboute hem and thei dredden with greet drede 
and the aungel seide to hem, nyle ye drede, for 
lo I preche to you a greet ioie, that schal be to 
alle peupie, for a sauyour is bourn to dai to you 
that is crist, the lord in the citee of dauith, and 
this is a token to you ye schuin fynde a yunge 
child wlappid in clothis; and leide in a cracche 
& sudeynii there was mude with the anngei a 
multitude of hevenli knygthod; heriynge god & 
seiynge, giorie be in the higist thingis to god; 
and in erth pees be to men of good willie.’ 

“ Tyndale’s version of the same passage 
reads in his edition of 1554 as follows 

“* And there were in the same region shep- 
herds abydinge in the feide & watching their 
flocke by nygnht. And loo: the angeil of the 
lorde stode barde by them and the brigbtness of 
the lurde shone rounde about them, and they 
were souore afrayed. Butthe anyell said vuto 
them: Be not afrayed for behboide I bringe you 
tydinges of grate joye that shall come to ali the 
people. And streightwaye ther was with 
the ungell a muititude of hevenicy sowdiers, 
laudinge God,’ etc. 

“Cranmer’s text of 1539 is nearly similar. 
The Geneva text of 1577 reads as follows: 

** And lo, the ange! of the Lord sodenly came 
vpon them and the lorie of the Lorde shone 
round about them. Giorie be to god in 
the hye beavens & peace in earth & towardes | 
men good wyl. And it fortuned as sone as the 
angels were gone away from them into heaven 
the shepberd sayd,’ etc. 

* The Rheims text of 1581 runs as follows: 
*And there vvere in the saine countrie shep- 
heards vvatching ami keeping the night 
vvatch over their flocke.’ 

** Lastly, the authorized version of 1611 is 
as follows: ‘And there were in the same 
country shepherds abiding in the field, keep- 
ing watch over their flocke by night and loe, 
the angel of the Lord came upon them,’ ete. 

“It has been said that the Bible Society 
has set its face against the revised version 
because it declines to adopt it at once. The 
Society has acted wisely, it seems to me, for 
its miissio" is to print the popularly accepted 
version, and for the next few years the pres- 
ent version will probably continue to be the 
accepted version in the broad sense of the 
term. But that the revised text will make its 
way I see no reason to doubi.” 

Dr. William M. Taylor, of the Broadway 
Tabernacle, said: *“ From what 1 know of 
the spirit of the most intelligent men in mv 
own church, lapprehend no captious criti- 
cism, buton the contrary, a warm welcome 
for the new version. Even so conservative 
men as Dr, Van Dyke, of Brooklyn, and 
others announce themselves as in favor of 
the revision. 1 gave three lectures on the 
subject of the English Bible during the last 
winter, and the following sentences from the 
last lecture will give you a better notion of 
my position in the matter than | could give 
you offiand. 

“*And now I have completed the historical 
Summary which in these three lectures on 
Wyclil, Tyndale, and our present English 
version of the Scriptures it was my purpose to 
present, and | conciude with two remarks: In 
the first piace, the sketch which I have given 
may serve to reassure timid minds as to the re- 
sult of the revision which is in progress at the 
present time, and the first installineut of which 
in the shape of the amended New Testament ie 
80 s00n to issue from the press. The authorized 
version, so called, is itself the result of a series 
of revisions. it was based upon the Bishop's 
Bible uf 1568; that upon the Great Bible of 15,9. 
which was made up partly from Coverdale’s of 
1565 but chiefly from Tyndale: in other words 
our present authorized version is mainly 


from Tyndale, which was made from 
the original Hebrew and Greek: and 
if we bearin mind the fact that in all of the 


books of the New Testament the work of 
Tyndale is five-sixths and in another nine- 
tenths of that which is now in our hands we ‘nay 
weil have cunfidence that no radical change will 
be made by the scholars now enguged in this iw- 
portant busivess. Beside, it is not to be for- 
— that its authors never claimed perfection 


r performanve 
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materials which had not 
then been brought to light. Indeed it might be 
said with truth that the science of biblical 
textual criticism has been almost the creation 
of these latter days. Muititudes of manuscripts 
of the Hebrew and Greek, orizinal especially of 
the Greek, bave been discovered, and by 
the comparisons of these made by men like 
Griesbach, Lachmann, and Tischendorf, we have 
attained such aun approximation to that which 
was written at first that, as Dr. Schaff declares, 
“there is ee that any new discoveries 
will materyly alter the result uniess some fut- 
ure Tischendorf should be so fortunate as to flad 
the apostolic autographs; but that in view of 
the perishable nature of papyrus, on which they 
were written, is next to impossible.” It is in 
this department, therefore, that we look for the 
most valuable outcome of the new undertaking, 
though some errors in translation may be cor- 
rected and some obsolete expressions may be 
repiaced by their modern equivalents. But of 
this we may be sure, that the fine aroma of the 
version will be preserved; and tor the rest the 
history of the past is evidence that the issue will 
be in accordance with the great law of the sur- 
vival of the fittest.’ ” 


THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 
THE DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES. 

The Rev. E. C. Abbott, pastor of the Chris- 
tian Church, Albany, N. Y., gives this ex- 
planation of the origin of that denomination: 
* It was formed out of alove for religious 
liberty. Aboutthe year 1800 there was inuch 
bigotry and intolerance in the churches of 
all denominations. They waged a bitter war- 
fare against each other, and placed strong 
emphasis on the doctrines of the Church. It 
wasa time of spiritual dearth in all the 
churches, There were many good men in 
all the denominations, who deeply lamented 
the divisions existing among Christians, and 
deplored the exaltation of creeds and doginas 
above the Word of God. They resolved to 
throw off the sh&ckles fastened upon them 
by conferences, associations, Presbyteries, 
and other ecclesiastical bodies. They de- 
clared that creeds and systems of theology 
were obstructing the work of the Church, 
and that the Bible was sufficient as a rule of 


faith and practica. They insisted upon a 
common sense, individual interpretation 
of the Scriptures; and taught that 


they contained in clear, plain statements all 
the truth to be believed in order to attain 
saivation and growth in grace. ‘They main- 
tained that the statement of Jesus could not 
be limproved upon, and that the world needed 
a restoration of primitive Christianity in its 
power and simplicity. They heid that Jesus 
did not come to introduce a system of theol- 
ogy, but affirmed that Christianity was spirit, 
was purpose, was life; and that a confession 
of belief in the Lord Jesus Christ and a 
Christian character consistent therewith was 
suflicient for Christian fellowship and echureh 
membership. In North Carolina secessions 
took place from the M. E. Church, in Ken- 
tucky from the Presbyterian Church, and in 
New England from the Baptists. A conven- 
tion of allwho would accept no creed but the 
Bible metin New York City in 1804. They 
agreed to accept the Bible as their creed, 
make Christian character the test of Chris- 
tian and church fellowship, and insist upon 
the duty of each individual to read the Holy 
Scriptures and obey them as he understood 
them. ‘They organized churches on that 
platform throughout the entire county.”

THE PRESIDENT’S CHURCH. 
THE PROPOSITIONS NOW BEING CONSIDERED 
FOR THE NEW CHRISTIAN CHURCH AT 
WASHINGTON, 
Washington Post. 

The little church around the corner from 
N street, on Vermont avenue, has lately at- 
tained a notoriety that neither its size, its 
exterior or interior decorations warrant A 
few months ago, if a stranger had asked 
where the Vermont Avenue Christian Church 
was situated, or who was its pastor, not one 
ina hundred could have given the informa- 
tion. Now the reverse is the case. The pastor 
is sought to influence appointments, the con- 
gregation has increased to such proportions 
that the church cannot seat the people who 
flock there to worship. And this chauge is 
brought about by no new accommoda- 
tions. The pastor is no more eloquent, 
or pious, or attentive to his duties than 
formerly. Yet the change has been so 
great thata regular attendant hardly recog- 
nizes the plain, simple, unostentatious, one- 
story frame edifice where he was wont to 
worship Godin the greatest privacy. Itis 
all changed. The same building is there, 
but the surroundings are so _ different. 
Strange faces meet you at every turn. 
Fashion, gorgeous fashion, decked out in all 
colors of the rainbow, occupies the humble 
pews that contained, a few months ago, the 
pious chureh-going members. The man of 
the world says this change is because Presi- 
dent Gartield frequents the church and isa 
regular member; that it is the thing, the 
proper thing, to attend church with the 
President. That such motives influence 
people is by no means certain. The people 
doubtless have just become informed as to the 
doctrines of the Christian faith and follow 
the dictates of duty in the premises. In any 
event, the official body of the church have 
conie to the conclusion that an enlarged 
edifice is necessary, and to that end have 
gone to work to raise funds for its: erection. 
In Washington $5,000 have been sub- 
scribed. Agents outside, under the 
auspices ot the Christian Execu- 
tive Board, stationed § at Cincinnati, 
have made a thorough canvass of the coun- 
try, and report collections that will warrant 
the work on the new church to be begun in 
May. Several plans have been submitted, 
but as the site has yet to be selected no plans 
have been adopted. Either one of three 
lots will be chosen. These are the present 
site, the lot corner of Thirteenth and N 
streets, or the lot corner of Thirteenth and 
L, streets. Should it be decided to select the 
present site, the church will consist of a 
basement for Sunday-school purposes, with 
the auditorium immediately above. If either 
of the corner lots is selected, it is the pres- 
ent determination to have but one floor. 
lhis, as was explained in the Post, was that 
the sick, the maimed, and the lazy could 
have no excuse for not coming to church, 
the auditorium being on the ground floor. 
While the general design has not been deter- 
mined upon, the Building Committee, of 
which Mr. W. 8. Roose is Chairman, is said 
to favor au edifice having the general ap- 
pearance and interior accommodations of 
All Souls’ Church, at the corner of Four- 
teenth and I, streets. The pastor desires 
that the church, while neat and commodivus, 
shall not be either gorgeous in its decora- 
tious or elaborate in finish. In this view 
President Garfield coincides. The total cost 
of the church will not exeeed $389,000 or 
$35,000. 


FUNERAL SERMONS, 
A CAUSTIC CRITICISM, 
The Reformed Episcopalian. 

A horrible muarcer was committedin this 
city ashorttime ago. A dissipated youth, 
accompanied by a lewd woman, drove to the 
house of an esteemed merchant and, because 
the father had discouraged-the youth’s un- 
clean attentions to his daughter, a girl of 16, 
killed him. The boy then killed hitnself. 

It was melodraniatic—very. The boy hav- 
ing vindicated the right of profligate young 
men to ruin any girl they choose, by slaying 
the fatherwho had the arrogance to try to 
save his child from the companionship of a 
roue, and shrinking with his finely sensitive 
nature from the unpleasantness of a criminal 
trial, put himself out of existence. 

The story is sickening. The boy was but 
1Sand of respectable family, but already 
familiar with the brothel. He found no difti- 
culty in securing employment from business- 
men who were cognizantof his vices. ‘he 
—— sense Of his employers needs no com- 
ment. 

’ But the most sickening part is yet to tell. 
Phe suicide had a funeral, and one who calls 
himselt a minister of truth and righteous- 
ness officiated. Pe talked effusively. He 
made little of the cruel murder. He couid 
not exactly make out the young suicide a 
saint,—that would have been too obviously a 
lie. Nor could he picture the youth as al- 
ready in the bliss of Paradise. But the 
minister was a “ Liberal”’ He was not go- 
ing to be stopped by any such little sins as 
licentiousness and murder. Oh no! The 
idea that God could have any indignation 
against sin was “brutal” and “ old-fasii- 
joned,” and “superstitious.” And so he 
assured the young men who were com- 
panions of the deceased that the murderer had 
already repented on the other side of death, 
or if he had not yet, then that he would do su 
next week, or week after, or if not the 
week after, sometime next month without 
fail. He warned the young men who were 
present not to go to brothels and not to kil! 
people, but if they were so much the victims 


of circumstances that they had to do these 
things, that then perha it would be best for 
them to repent before they died. But still it 
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didn’t matter much, fer they would have a 
chance after death; that if whey didn’t em- 
brace their first post-mortem chance of re- 
pentance, they need not be discouraged; an- 
other chance would be given, and another, 
axl another—so on ad infinttum, Oh! it 
was a very sweet funeral sermon. The young 
ladies who were present wept—though why 
they wept they didn’t seem to know—and 
the young men Who were present wept too, 
They wept probably with regret that they 
hadu’t known this kind of gospel _ be- 
fore. They had been told by hard- 
hearted ministers that no whoremong- 
ers or. murderers had any inheritance 
among the saints in light, and they had ab- 
stained from adultery and murder. And 
now to find out that they had lost so many 
years, which might have profitably been 
spent in dissipation—no wonder they wept. 

‘The newspaper reporter falis to say wheth- 
er the minister wept or not. We hope he 
did, and that when he went home and 
thought on how he had disgraced his pro- 
fession, how he had dishonored and denied 
the Scriptures, how he had suffered a sym- 
pathetic gush of feeling to promulgate a lie, 
he hung his headin shame and wept bitter 
tears of sorrow. 

When we read among ourchronicles of the 
obsequies of departed kings and nobles, and 
cowe upon memorial serwons in which the 
vices of dissolute gentry are glazed over, we 
are disgusted. Weery: * See the corrupting 
influenee of State churches! The very min- 
istry make light of sin! We don’t do such 
things now! We toady to nobody! We tell 
the truth, we do!” °

ACCOMMODATIVE METHOD. 
CRITICISM OF A RECENT LECTURE BY DR, 
NORTHRUP. 

The Rev. G. W. Northrup, D. D., is the 
President of the Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary of the Northwest, located at Morgan 
Park, near this city, He has recently been 
delivering a courseof lectures to the students 
of that institution upon the ** Moral Difficul- 
ties of the Old Testament,” reports of which 
are being published in the Standard, the de- 
nominational organ. If the Jearned Doctor 
would heed my advice, it would be ‘to let 
such a subject alone. It will not bear the 
light of discussion, and no special pleading 
can afford anv relief out of the difficulties. 
‘Taken with their connections, they are wholly 
inexplainable to the satisfaction of the reason 

or moral sense of any man. 

In the second lecture Dr. Northrup adopts 
what he calls the “accommodative method ”’ 
of God’s plan of dealing with the ancient 
people. That He adapted His laws and sanc- 
tions to the circumstances of the times, and 
the moral and Mitellectual development of 
those with whom He was dealing. In other 
words, lle accommodated Llimself to the pas- 
sions and lusts of the Jews; and the sins 
which are regarded as gross and outbreak- 
ing now were looked upon with a lenient 
forgiveness and toleration of them. 

Let us look at this theology a moment. We 
are told by all the preachers, and expected to 
believe it,—in fact, itisin the Bible itself,— 
that God is “the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever,” immutable and unchange- 
able. We are also told, and are expected to 
believe it, that the nature of sin is unchange- 
able, and possesses the same attribute in all 
ages; that Adam’s sin is attributed to all of 
us. 

Contrast these fundamental and essential 

rinciples of Christian theology with Dr. 
Northrup’s “ accommodative ” method, and 
where are we? We have God, in Old Testa- 
ment times, looking coimplacently and unre- 
thd | upon the adulterers, the concu- 
rinage, the polygamy, the savagery, in short 
about every sin named in the Decalog, on 
the part of His most approved worshipers, 
His intimate friends and associates, with 
whom, according to the legend, lle 
was constantly talking face to face, 
even in the bodily presence,—going about 
among them, and who oughtto have exer- 
cised His power and influence in compelling 
them to abandon their lusts. But no. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Northup’s theory, Ile adopted 
the accommodative method, and left these 
gross sins unrebuked, for the commission of 
which our theologians of the present day 
would send us to a swift perdition. It God 
accommodated Llimself to David and the 
rest, with their huge harems,—and _to the 
old patriarchs who went about debauching 
their servant girls, how do we know but 
what He will deal with equal gentleness with 
our Brigham Young,and with those who 
indulge their lusts promiscuously, bearing in 
mind that the nature of sin Is unchangeable, 
and that ** God is the same yesterday, to-day, 
and forever ’’? 

While the principles of the lecture re- 
ferred to embrace all the moral difficulties of 
the Old Testament, the discussion is directed 
toward that terrible piece of savagery, of 
which the world has seen no equal, as em- 
braced iv the indiscriminate slaughter of the 
Canaanites as recorded in the Book of Deu- 
teronomy. ‘Taking the record as it is, Dr. 
Northrup’s special pleading is about the 
only defense that can be interposed. It 
places the whole act upon God, and makes 
the Jews but helpless instruments in Llis 
hands for the commission of this great crime. 
But I plead to the correctness of the record; 
I protest to God’s being made responsible for 
that which was evidentiy the outcome 
of the savagery and lust of conquest, 
and of rapine and blood on the part of the Jews. 
They were always a bloodthirsty people, a 
rebellious people, and when, as is said, God 
walked the earth among them and heid them 
under a theocratic government, ile was un- 
able to keep them in subjection; but they 
were continually breaking out and erecting 
idols for worshipin the groves. have a 
great deal less hesitation in cha!lenging the 
correctness of this old and unsustained 
record than in believing my God capable of 
inciting the Jews to such a pitiless, merciless 
and unnecessary slaughter of the Canaan- 
ites. Lhold ita slander upon His character 
and attributes, ana would relegate the 
responsibility of the whole matter back to 
the Jews where it rightfully beiongs. 

But the Bible is inspired of God, says Dr. 
Northrup. and there can be no mistake. 
That is a belief. 1 donotenter into an argu- 
ment concerning the inspiration of those 
portions of the Bible of which there is a 
necessity for inspiration. But my theory of 
inspiration is that God does nothing which 
is not necessary to be done. ‘There is no call 
for inspiration of historical facts. There are 
many things in the biodle utterly inconse- 
quent, trivial events, upon which God would 
not spend a thought; which have no refer- 
ence to man’s spiritual nature or existence; 
records of individual sin and vice, which 
had been better omitted from the text. To 
claiin these as the result of inspiration is 
to cheapen and discredit the really valuable 
and spiritual partof the sacred book. To 
insist that there has crept into it no errors in 
the long ages which have passed since it 
emerged from chaos,—especially in those 
cases which make it necessary for learned 
theologians to present us with an accommo- 
dative God—accommodating Himself to sin 
and ,wickedness—does it a worse service 
than to question its historical correctness. 
Again, it may be said, What right have 
you to do this questioning? What right to 
impeach the accuracy of the sacred annals ? 
Ireply, Who gave to King James’ Commis- 
sioners the authority to tell us what is and 
what is not inspiration—what is or what is 
not the word of God? Who gave 
the Kevising Commission the  author- 
ity te alter and amend what we 
have always been taught to believe 
to be God’s Word? To add to it and ex- 
punge from it: to deciare parts of it errone- 
ous and parts of it spurious? I claim an 
equal privilege of declaring my belief that 
those things which make against the love, 
and mercy, and justice, and consistency of 
God are interpolations or mistransiations. 

No! God never accowmodates Himself to 
the lusts and passions of men, Jews or Gen- 
tiles. Don’t train up your young men, Dr. 
Northrup, in such theories as this.

The Reformed Episcopal Chureh of Wil- 
mington, Del., has n rent asunder by in- 
ternal strifes, a part remaining, while a con- 
siderable number have * bolted,” and rented 
a hall, where the Rector, Mr. Estlin, has con- 
sented to preach. The division, hewever, so 
embarrasses the work that neither faction 
can accomplish very much. 


Poverty seems to be the only thing on the 
increase among the Mohammedan popula- 
tion of. Jerusalem. The cause of this is said 
to be that its property, happening to be situ- 
ated in the quarter of the city inhabited by 
the Jews, the owners were induced to sell it 
bit bv bit, and having, of course, spent the 
proceeds, have now neither rents nor inter- 
est of money to support them. 


Metamora, lil, has a church union com- 
sed of members of the Congregational, 
‘am pbellite, Methodist, and Baptist churches, 
and bas been an instrument of much good in 
the community. Those who compose the 
society, or union, prefer to band together 
and pay one good man a living salary rather 
than starve three or four indifferent preach- 
ers on paltry pay for the sake of keeping up 
individual churches. 


The latest publication of the Anti-Clerical 
Publishing Company in France is ** La Bible 
Awmusante for big and little children, text by 
Leo Taxil; comic me agony Frid’rick.”’ 
* Never,” we read in the vertisement, 
“while remaining within the limits of the 
most scrupulous morality, have author and 
draughtsman. pushed so far laughter and 
mockery of soi-disant sacred individuals and 
pretended sacred things.”’ 


The Congregationalist complains that 
since 1873 there have been appointed for the 
United States navy seven Chaplains, of 
whom six were Episcopalians and one a Bap- 
tist. Of the last nine appointed, eight have 
been Episcopalians. Two vacancies have 
occurred recently,—one by the death of an 
Episcopalian and one by the retirement of a 
Presbyterian,—and both have been filled by 
Episcopalians. There are now twenty-four 
Chaplains, as follows: Ten Episcopalians, 
seven Methodists, five Baptists, one Presby- 
terian, and one Congregationalist. 


A country parson received from his parish- 
ijoners a miscellaneous lot of presents. In 
making out a catalog of the articles donated, 
he enumerated, among other things, {a quar- 
ter of beef, a load of hickory wood, a big 
turkey, a barrel of flour, and a pack of play- 
ing cards. It turned out that somebody had 
sent this in order to see ifthe parson would 
be offended, and had hoped that he would 
preach a sermon on the wickedness of card- 
playing. by which the congregation would 
probably be thrown into a commotion. In- 
stead of this, the good parson had the sense 
to keep quiet and say nothing about the 
cards. This wasthe worst punishment his 
persecutor could have had. 


The official returns of the Irish Presby- 
terian Church, recently issued, contain much 
interesting information concerning that body. 
There are now 632 ministers, 5s congrega- 
tions, 2,097 elders, 6,983 deacons, and 104,769 
communicants. Therearealso 1,052 Sunday- 
schools, with 8,440 teachers, and an average 
attendance of 66,866 scholars. The Church 
maintains a Church Extension Fund and an 
Irish Mission, missions to the colonies, to 
Europe, india, and China, to soldiers and 
sailors, and to the Jews. Two colleges in 
Belfast and Derry provide for the training of 
tne ministry, and six Synods, with thirty- 
seven Presbyteries under the General As- 
sembly, form the governing courts of the 
Church. 


When Archbishop Gibbons was in Rome 
last summer he§fexpressed to the Pope his 
surprise at the disregard paid to the Sabbath 
on the continent, coupled with a suggestion 
to the Holy Father for the issuing ofan en- 
cyclical on the desecration of that day. The 
Vope assured him that he would do so at the 
earliest opportunity, and he has recently com- 
plied with the promise by the issue of an ad- 
dress to the Society for the prevention of the 
profanation of Holidays of Oblications. In 
the letter the Pope deplores the public profan- 
ation of the days devoted to the Lord: by the 
regular transaction of business in shops and 
stores, and the employment of manual labor. 
The law, he declares, is one of the primeval 
laws and is beneticent spiritually as well as 
temporarily, and its violation draws from the 
people the sustaining power and benefits of 
religion and weakens the sentiments of faith. 


Last Sunday, speaking of the expected 
large accession of new members on the first 
Sunday in May, Henry Ward Beecher said 
that although the usual custom was to bap- 
tize those who had not received that b= 
nance by sprinkling, if there were any that 
desired to be immersed, that manner of bap- 
tisin would be administered. “My own pri- 
vate opinion is,” said he, * thatthis ordinance 
of baptism is non-essential, Very pleasant, 
very grateful, very useful it is in some cases, 
but not absolutely necessary. ‘The true bap- 
tism is by the Iloly Ghost, in theheart, Ibe- 
lieve if a person should die unbaptized but 
with an abiding faith and trust in the Lord 
Jesus Christ, he would be just as safe asif he 
had been both sprinkled andimmersed. Nev- 
ertheless, there are a thousand reasons why 
the ordinance should be continued, and ten 
thousand reasons why men should not dispute 
or quarrel about it.”

The Rey. E. B. Newman, who was ap- 
pointed to the Snow Hill charge by the 
Council of the last session of the Wilmington 
Conterence of the Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh, persistently refuses to go. He had 
just closed a two years’ pastoral term at 
Chestertown, Md. Heis unwilling to come 
lower in appointment status, and besides is 
unwilling to go down country. 


The Vienna journals discuss the election 
of their new Archbishop in atone which must 
seem strange to English and American Cath- 
olics. ‘The appointment rests with the Em- 
peror, not with the Pope, and the Emperor of 
Austria sent for a Liberal politician to dis- 
cuss candidates. This gentleman named the 
Abbot of Kremsimiinster, Dr. Gangibauer: 
the Emperor liked the man, asked the Pope 
if he had any objections to make, the Pope 
said no, and the matter was settled. The new 
Archbishop was born Aug. 20, 1817, in Upper 
Austria, became Abbot of Kremsiitinster 
April 19, 1876, and has the reputation of be- 
ing a very moderate prelate. In politics he 
sides with the Liberal party. He acquired 
some fame at acelebration of his abbey in 
1877, when Bishop Rudigier insisted that the 
viace of honor in the speeches be given to the 
Pepe. The Abbot ordered that the first ad- 
dress belonged tothe Emperor. The intro- 
duction of the new Archbishop will take 
place shortly.
